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WEEKLY REVIEW. 


General trade has not been very satisfactory 
the past week, and in most lines we note only 
a good jobbing business, there being little in- 
quiry forlots. There is a steady tone to the oil 
market, though only a fair trade is doing. In 
the paint market only a fair demand is notice- 
able, with prices as betore. We cannot, as yet, 
chronicle any improvement in dyes, which are 
only moving slowly, at unchanged figures. 
Chemicals are steady, with more inquiry re- 
ported for forward delivery. Bleach is firm, 
brimstone weaker, nitrate of soda and cream 
tartar both firm,: while fertilizers are quiet, 
though steady. There is little of interest tran- 
spiring in the drug market, only a jobbing trade 
being in progress. 

Money is a little closer than at the date of our 
last writing, and loaned as high as 6 per cent., 
though the first loans were made at about 24% 


per cent. on stocks. The advance to 6 per cent. 
was due to the shifting of loans incident to the 
rapid decline which took place in stocks, 
dealers using this as an excuse to advance the 
rice. Time loans rule at5@6 per cent. for five 

six months. Commercial paper is in light 
request. We quote 60 to 90 days endorsed bills 
receivable 5: per cent; four months ac- 
ceptances 6@644, and good single names four to 
six months to run. 6@7. Exchange on New 
York is quoted at par a 50 cent premium in 
Chicago and St. Louis, 10 cents discount in 
Boston, $1 50@$2 premium in New Orleans, 
4@4 presatiom in Charleston and 4@% pre- 
mium in Savannah. Sterling exchange is dull 
with a downward tendency. We quote:

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AN eastern correspondent takes 
exception to our reports of large catch- 
es of menhaden this year and says: 
“the fact is the fishermen are not 
catching enough to pay their provision 
and coal bills on the average,” This 
is contrary to reports from fishermen 
and manufacturers which we have re- 
ceived every week during the season. 
That they do not make enough oil to 
pay their provision bills we do not 
doubt as all reports agree that the 
yield of oil is very small probably aver- 
aging not much above one gallon per 
1,000 fish, and this fact we have pub- 
lished but was doubtless overlooked 
by our correspondent. Were it not 
for the pomace that is made and 
which finds a ready market at a fair 
price, the larger the number of fish 
handled yielding less than a gallon of 
oil the more money would be lost, 


THE SITUATION IN THE WHITE 
LEAD BUSINESS. 


Our market reports show that the 
situation of the white lead business is 
in no way improved. Corroders are 
not only working without any appar- 
ent profit, but they are continuing a 
competition which is thoroughly de- 
moralizing to the trade throughout, 
and causes dealers to do this important 
branch of the paint business without 
any adequate compensation. The pro- 
fits of the corroder, are to the outsider, 
an unknown quantity at all times, but 
it requires no very keen insight to know 
from a comparison of the cost of pig 
lead and the prices of the carbonate, 
that, whatever hidden sources of profit 
the corroder may enjoy, he has a very 
meagre margin now, even if he is not 
running at an absolute loss. Present 
appearances indicate that unless the 
course of prices is checked by some form 
of agreement between corroders, mat- 
ters will steadily grow worse. The 
dealers are, of course, powerless to help 
themselves. They are too numerous 
and too widely distributed to make any 
form of combination among them prac- 
ticable. Their only resource lies in a 
combination of corroders maintaining 
a scale of prices which shall guarantee 
to the dealer a reasonable profit so long 
as he adheres to the established rates. 
This has been found entirely feasible 
in the past, and the very dealers who, 
in endeavoring to secure special advan- 
tages for themselves, aided in breaking 
up the previous combination, are now 
clamorous for another organization 
and the ending of this profitless com- 
petition. We have received a number 
of letters from corroders and dealers 
suggesting that a policy of coercion 
might be employed with good effect 
upon the corroders who stand in the 
way of the organization which the 
majority are so eager to effect, and 
which is so universally demanded by 
the dealers. Doubtless such action 
might be effective, but it is costly, un- 
certain of results and generally demor- 
alizing. The dealers are in the better 
position to use this form of persuasion, 
but we doubt if the organization can- 
not be effected by less aggressive meth- 
ods. Believing that no valid objection 
exists to a combination, it would be our 
suggestion that a meeting be called of 
the National Association at as early a 
date as possible, and that an invitation 
be extended to every corroder to at- 
tend. If at such a convention due de- 
liberation be given to maturing a plan 
for a combination and it be unani- 
mously adopted, to go into effect as soon 
as ratified by any corroders who may 
remain away from the meeting, we be- 
lieve a representative committee would 
find the task of securing the co-opera- 
tion of the few absentees not a difficult 
one. The moral force of the unquali- 
fied approval of the dealers thrown in 
favor of such an organization would 
certainly go far to break down the op- 
position of any corroder, and as a care- 
ful study of the case convinces us that 
there are really no objections to a na- 
tional organization that cannot be ful- 
ly met in a well-considered plan, we 
have strong hope that a convention 
could accomplish the much desired re- 
lief from existing competition. There 
are many advantages to be derived 
from combination other than the mere 
maintenance of prices by corroders and 
dealers. These would be brought out 
at such a convention as we suggest,and 
would be found to add much strength 
to the organization and encourage strict 
adherence to its regulations.

Advance sheets of the annual report of the 
Cincinnati Board of Trade have been furnished 
to the press. It shows that the total product of 
the manufacturers of the city for the year was 
$194,572,000. This is an excess of $8,000,000 over 
the value of the product of last year. The 
manufacture of soap, candles and oils has in- 
creased 25 per cent. The drug and chemical in- 
terests fell off 20 per cent., and there was a fall- 
ing off in half a dozen other lines of manu- 


facture, 


AN ALUM COMBINATION. 


The manufacturers of lump alum in 
this country, finding that the compe- 
tition was driving prices down to a 
point where profit was no longer pos- 
sible, at length came to the sensible 
conclusion to form a combination to 
prevent the ruinous cutting in prices. 
Previous to this action lump alum had 
sold for some time at $1 70 per hundred 
pounds, and in some cases as low as 
$1 621-2 had been accepted by manu- 
facturers rather than allow the order 
goto arival house. This was undoubt- 
edly below the cost of manufacture. 
The combination of manufacturerS 
have very sensibly made the minimum 
price a figure but little higher than the 
average market price during the past 
year under unrestri¢ted competition, 
and which allows not more than a fair 
margin for profit. There is another 
consideration, however, besides that of 
the interests of consumers, and that is 
the competition that the domestic make 
is likely to encounter from the import- 
ed. The minimum price fixed upon is 
$1 87 1-2 for car-load lots, and an ad- 
vance on this for smaller quantities, 
although there is no limit as to the 
quantity, and any manufacturer may 
sell any quantity he chooses at not less 
than $1 871-2 per 100 pounds. It is the 
opinion of the manufacturers that as 
the duty on imported alum is 
sixty cents per 100 pounds they need 
fear no competition, but that will de-, 
pend largely on the cost of freight 
room, and if, as is usually the case in 
the fall of the year, that freights from 
England are low by reason of the in- 
creased shipments from this side, neces- 
sitating a large number of vessels to re- 
turn, the chances are that our manu- 
facturers will find a formidable com- 
petitor, especially as the importer now 
knows exactly what price he will be 
compelled to meet. Consumers have 
little cause for complaint, as the pres- 
ent price cannot be called excessive, 
and may be said to be about the import 
cost of English alum, duty paid.

COTTONSEED OIL AND INSURANCE. 

A short time since the Memphis 
Board of Underwriters issued an order 
prohibiting the storing of more than 
twenty-five barrels of cottonseed oil in 
any house other than a warehouse 
specially designated for the purpose, 
under penalty of a refusal to issue poli- 
cies of insurance on the same. This 
action of the underwriters was brought 
to the attention of the Memphis Mer- 
chants’ Exchange by dealers in cotton- 
seed oil, but the exchange endorsed the 
action of the underwriters and hereaf- 
ter the storage of cottonseed oil is to be 
restricted to twenty-five barrels. We 
have never before heard that cotton- 
seed oil was considered hazardous. It has 
been the practice of Southern insurance 
agents to charge a heavy premium to 
insure cottonseed oil mills, and from 
this practice has come the belief that 
the oil should be classed among the 
hazardous articles, rather than from 
the actual experience of underwriters 
with cottonseed oil mills. At the last 
meeting of the cottonseed crushers it 
was shown from statistics carefully 
gathered that although there was a 
wide variation in the amounts of pre- 
mium charged for the insurance of the 
different mills, the amount of losses 
did not amount to fifty per cent. of the 
aggregate of premiums paid. So un- 
just was the discrimination against 
cottonseed mills considered that meas- 
ures have been taken to form a mutual 
insurance company, the matter being 
now in the hands of a committee. For 
cities like Memphis, New York, New 

Orleans and Charleston, where consid- 
erable quantities of cottonseed oil are 
constantly on storage, it may become 
worth while to organize an insurance 
company to protect the interests of 
those who handle this article in a large 
way, and in this way prevent the ex- 
tortions of the companies who by vari, 


ous pretexts seek to increase theit 
charges for insurance. 


THE SHELLAC OUTLOOK. 

It will be remembered that when 
some months ago the announcement 
was made that a syndicate of Boston 
and New York capitalists had bought 
up nearly all the stocks of D. C. and V. 
8. O. shellac that could be secured in 
this market at the low prices that were 
then ruling, and that this formidable 
syndicate of speculative operators had 
secured the control of the entire pro- 
duction for six months, of at least two 
of the manufactories of shellac, there 
was a feverish feeling and a belief that 
prices would go up to an almost unpre- 
cedented figure. At first there were 
strong indications that this belief 
would be fully confirmed, but the ope- 
rators saw that to force prices too high 
would curtail the consumption and be 
the means of inducing consumers to 
use substitutes, and they wisely con- 
cluded to sell at a price which will net 
them a fair return on their venture, if 
they succeed in getting rid of all they 
hold or control. This has all along ap- 
peared highly problematical, but latter- 
ly matters have taken a shape very 
favorable to the interests of the syndi- 
eate. The low prices that had pre- 
vailed prior to the advent of the syndi- 
erte and at which this combination se- 
cured the control of the production of 
at least two of the principal factories for 
six months has proved unsatisfactory 
to the makers to the extent that they 
prefer to close their works altogether 
rather than make new contracts at sim- 
ilar terms. Already two of the more 
important factories are closed and it is 
reported from Caleutta that unless 
more favorable contracts are received 
than have yet been made before the 
first of October next, at which date the 
present contracts expire, the factories 
producing D. C. and V. 8. O. will prob- 
ably also close, as they have of late 
been working at a loss, Offers of three 
cents advance on the price paid by the 
syndicate have been made by New 
York importers for the production of 
these factories for the last three months 
of the present year, but were rejected. 
All this would seem to indicate that 
the present range of prices, which are 
below the average of the past six years, 
are likely soon to give place to higher 
values, although much will depend up- 
on the requirement for consumption. 
Should that fall off and contracts be 
made for the production even at higher 
prices there would be very little pros- 
pect of profit for those holding the con- 

tracts, owing to the efforts of present 


holders to unload.

THE DUTY ON ROSE WATER. 

The new tariff on imports, from the 
fact that it does not in all cases closely 
or clearly define all articles which un- 
der the old law were either specified or 
had been definitely determined what 
their proper rate of duty should be by 
decisions of the Treasury Department 
or by the courts, is likely to cause con- 
siderable trouble, and in some instances 
loss to the government. Under the old 
law rose water was entered at the cus- 
tom house under that name, and as it 
naturally comes under the head of a 
toilet article, although not mentioned 
specially in the old law, it was covered 
by section 3848, which provided that 
essences, extracts, toilet waters, ete., 
should pay a duty of fifty per cent. ad 
valorem. Under the old law duties 
were paid on several importations un- 
der protest, but by two decisions on 
appeal, in the cases of rose water and 
lavender water containing no alcohol, 
the decision was that these articles 
properly come under the head of toilet 
waters, and consequently were liable 
to a duty of fifty per cent. ad valorem, 
This duty was paid up to the first of 
July last, when the new tariff went in- 
to effect. The new law is equally ex- 


plicit that “all toilet preparations 
whatever” should pay duty at the rate 
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of fifty per cent. ad valorem. The par- 
agraph embracing these articles is 
numbered 99, and even more explicit 
than was that in the old law, although 
the present has not been reinforced by 
department or court decisions. The 
sections reads thus : 

™ Proprietary {preparations, to wit:[/All cos- 
metics, pills," powders, troches or lozenges, 
sirups, cordials, bitters, anodynes, tonics, plas- 
ters, liniments, salves, ointments, pastes, drops, 
waters, essences, spirits, oils or preparations or 
compositions recommended to the public as 
proprietary articles, or prepared according to 
some private formula, as remedies or specifics 
for any disease or diseases, or affections what- 
ever, affecting the human or animal body, in- 
cluding all toilet preparations whatever,used as 
applications to the hair, mouth, teeth, or skin, 
not-specially enumerated or provided for in 
this act, fifty (50) per cent. ad. valorem. 

This section ‘certainly includes rose 
water and lavender water, if these 
articles were covered by the correspond- 
ing section in the old law, but some 
importers have the past month enter- 
ed rose water as a ‘‘manufactured 
article not enumerated or provided 
for,” and have paid duty at the rate of 
twenty per cent. ad valorem, under 
section 2,513. That this article is not 
specially enumerated is true, but it is 
clearly provided for in paragraph 99 of 
schedule A, printed in full above. Were 
this a new article of importaion the 
effort on the part of the importer to 
-bring the goods in at the lowest possi- 
ble rate of duty would not be open to 
suspicion of trickery or a desire to 
evade a plain provision of the law, but 
when, after paying duty for a long 
time at a rate that the new 
law has not changed, and wherein 
the provisions even more clearly 
include the article in question 
than did the old law, the import- 
er seeks to evade duty by entering his 
goods under some general clause ap- 
plicable to manufactured goods which 
is intended to cover a class of articles 
only which at the time the law was 
framed could not be otherwise provid- 
ed for by reason of their later produc- 
tion or invention, then there is very 
naturally a suspicion that the party so 
doing is resorting to trickery to evade 


paying proper duties, 


TRADE ITEMS. 


An extensive cottonseed mill has been erect- 
ed near Newbern, Alabama, 

A cottonseed oil mill is about to be erected at 
Columbia, 8. C., by Gibons & Co., of that city. 

The cultivation of the succirubra tree, from 
which the cinchona febrifuge is obtained, has 
been very successful in England, 

Mr. Geo. F. Gantz, of the firm of Gantz,Jones 
& Co., leaves to-day for the Adirondacks,where 
he will spend the month with his family. 


An apparatus is being built at the Cape Cod 
Glass Works, Sandwich, Mass., whereby petro- 
leum will be used instead of coal for heating 
the furnaces. 

The Ivigtut kryolite fleet of vessels, which 
have been arriving at Philadelphia some time 
past, have dischargedtheir cargoes and loaded 
ballast for Greenland. 

Evans & Co., of Pittsburgh, Pa., have relight- 
ed the fire in their chimney houseand will com- 
mence to blow next week. They have been 
idle for over two months. 

The American bark David Dudley,which was 
burned at Port au Prince on July 15, had a car- 
go of150tons of logwood for Boston. Both 
vessel and cargo were insured. 

Messrs. Fox & Fox of Chicago have taken the 
sole Western agency for the Smith & Dallianne 
Ornamental Glass Works of this city, and will 
also represent Messrs J. Fitzpatrick & Co. inthe 
West. 

The schooner Agate of Provincetown, from 
the Hatteras whaling ground has arrived at 
New Bedford with 100 barrels of sperm oil, 240 
bbis of humpback oil, and 500 pounds of whale- 
bone. 

Among those who accompanied Mr. Rufus 
Hatch on his trip to the West was the well- 
known chemical importer Mr. Charles P. Sum- 
ner, of the firm of Messrs. Watson, Sumner & 
Co., of this city. 

A fire Tuesday night of last week destroyed 
the fertilizer works and glue factory of Garrett 
& Sons, about three miles east ot Baltimore, in 
Baltimore County. The damage is estimated at 
$10,000, with $6,000 insurance. 

William McCully & Co., of Pittsburgh, Pa., 
will put fire in their two prescription furnaces 
to-morrow, but not blow glass before Septem- 
berl. Their warehouse on Liberty street is 
gtill pretty well filled with glass, 








W. H. Hamilton,of Pittsburgh, Pa., have one 
furnace with seven shops at work; another 
furnace is blocked, and a third is out. They 
are running with apprentices and say that 
things are working satisfactorily. 

An Ottawa telegram to the Montreai Gazette 
says: “Through using a new bath sponge Dr. 
Corbett, of this city, incurred a serious affec- 
tion of the eye, andis not expected to recover 
his sight. He left for treatment by a Boston 
oculist.”’ 

Ata meeting of the Board of Directors of the 
Labelle Glass Company, Bridgeport, Ohio, D. 
W. Baird was elected secretary. Mr. Baird has 
been book-keeper for the firm for the past 
three years and has been acting secretary for 
some time past. 
< Mr. M. D. Eager, secretary and treasurer of 
the Paris Green Association, and also amember 
of the firm of Messrs. A. B. Ansbacher & Co., 
manufacturers and dealers in paints, is spend- 
ing a (much needed vacation for a few weeks 
among the Catskill Mountains. 


Orders were received by Murphy & Co., the 
Newark varnish makers, last month from Aus- 
tralia, Japan, Russia, Monrovia and Siberia.The 
order from Africa was a model one as it was 
accompanied with the cash, in the shape of cer- 
tified missionary drafts on New York. 


J. H. Middendorff, lately with Stallmen & Ful- 
ton, and D. H. Middendorff, lately with Samuel 
G. McCotter, have opened an office at No, 32 
Platt street, where they will transact a broker- 
age business in drugs, chemicals, oils, dyestuffs, 
etc., under the firm name of J. H. & D. H. Mid- 
dendorff. 

The Excelsior Flint Glass Company, of Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., have made no motion to start yet, 
but will prubably do so shortly. They have 
been idle now about six months. Their pro- 
longed suspension is because of their convic- 
tion that the chimney business has become 
unprofitable. Their factory is in complete 
order for a start. 

Early last Tuesday morning a fire, originat- 
ing from some unknown cause, occurred in the 
frame storage warehouse attached to the chemi- 
cal works of Hance Brothers & White, Phila- 
delphia. The flames rapidly spread, destroying 
the percolating house, stable and sheds. The 
loss on the contents of the establishment was 
$25,000, and on the building $3,000, covered by 
insurance. 


The use of luminous paint now provides, at 
the Lyceum Theatre, London, a reassuring 
safeguard against a possible cause of panic. 
The directions in the corridors and passages as 
to the “way out” are now as legible in darkness 
as in light, and thusif from fire or other acci- 
dent the gas were suddenly cut off, the audi- 
ence need experience no difficulty in finding 
their way to the several exits. 


It is officially announced that the window 
glass factories will not resume work before 
September lith, which is over two weeks later 
than has generally been the custom in recent 
years. Some of the manufacturers assert that 
they will not start even then unless the rate of 
wages is materially modified, as they claim it is 
impossible to compete with foreign makers at 
the present price of labor. 


A fire occurred on the 4th inst. at the How- 
ard Cottonseed Oil Mills, caused from sponta- 
neous combustion. What is known as the dust 
room of the factory was destroyed. This was 
an adjacent frame building for the reception of 
the lint from the cottonseed and other refuse 
substances. The mills are amply supplied with 
hose and water-power, and the flames were ex- 
tinguished without further damage. From 
$200 to $300 will cover the loss. 

The United States Fish Commission steamer 
Albatross returned to .Newport, last Friday, 
after a cruise of several days in search of men- 
haden. She reports large bodies of them about 
20 miles south by east to south-east of Shinne- 
cock Light, Long Island, with no menhaden 
vessels in sight. Schools of small mackerel 
were seen from Block Island to Nantucket, and 
many sword-fish 20 miles south from Noman’s 
land, 

The steamship Eagle arrived at St John’s N. 
F., August 9,from the Icelandic coast. She 
had on board about fifty tons of seal oil which, 
with the skins, made a capital voyage. She re- 
ports the Scotch steam seal fishing fleet as do- 
ing moderately well. The Active has 2,500 old 
hood seals; the Intrepid 3,000; the Resolute 2,500 
the Aurora 3,000 and the Jan Mayen 3,500. The 
season was cold, sunless and exceptionally 


foggy. 

Two eargoes of pyrites are expected at Port 
Royal from Spain. It is said that an equally 
good article can be procured in upper Georgia, 
but that the railroad rates for transportation 
from the mines to the fertilizer works near Port 
Royal are greatly in excess of the freight 
charges on a vessel from Spain. That is to say, 
it is cheaper by way of the sea, near 3,000 miles 
than itis by rail,a distance of less than 300 
miles. 

As a remarkable instance of the longevity of 
a glass melting pot, the North Wheeling Glass 
Company report that they took one out from 
their furnace on July 21, from which they had 
three melts a week since the Ist of last Septem- 
ber, a period of about 104% months, ,. When we 
consider that 13 weeks is a good average time 
for a pot to last in working condition,the above 
must be considered as a wonderful record, The

on September 1. 

A number of Pittsburgh capitalists have pur- 
chased a quantity of land near Wheeling, W. 
Va., upon which they purpose erecting a glass 
house, either this fall or the coming spring, 
The land is eligibly situated on the railroad 
near the Ohio river,and is admirably adapted to 
the purposes of glass making. It is understood 
that the projectors of the scheme intend to in- 
vestigate the matter of utilizing the natural 
gas that is so abundant at Wellsburg. 

Anexecution for $7,000 was issued against 
Wormser & Co., bottle and fruit jar manu- 
facturers, on August Ist, at the suit of 
Weiler Bros., all of Pittsburgh, Pa. Mr. Worm- 
ser was in the glass business twelve or thirteen 
years ago, but about a year and a half since he, 
in conjunction with Mr. Frank, put up asix- 
pot gas furnace under a patent held by the lat- 
ter. They continued to work on bottles and 
jars, although at irregular intervals, and were 
shut down lately. 


George Binns, A. L. Hatch, and Harry J. Lea, 
are incorporators of the Manufacturers’ Supply 
Company, which filed a certificate with the Sec- 
retary of State at Albany on Friday. The com- 
pany’s principal office willbe in New York 
city, its operations will be carried on in Kings 
ceunty, and its object is the manufacture of all 
kinds of chemicals, oils, glues, starch, and 
other matter generally used by manufacturers 
of jute, wool cotton, etc. The capital stock is 
$20,000, divided into 400 shares. 


There is a movement on foot among window 
glass manufacturers to continue the present 
shutdown beyond the specified time September 
1. One of their number says that the determi- 
nation to keep closed after September first was 
almost universal, owing to the large stocks on 
hand. He added thateven if the wages ques- 
tion is settled by September the start will be 
postponed fora month or mere. Business is 
represented as only fair, while prices cannot be 
maintained, the foreign importation cutting 
largely into American prices. 

All but three of the Cincinnati distillers have 
signed the agreement extending the pool after 
September 1, when it expires by limitation. 
The three firms who bave not yet signed have 
given no intimation whether they will enter 
the pool. H. B. Miller, the president of the 
Western Export Association, is of the opinion 
that they will sign. Should they refuse, there 
will be an end of the pool, and he fears the con- 
sequences, The market can no longer be main- 
tained, the distillers will all run at a loss, and 
will no doubt be seriously embarrassed. 


An Official of the United States Treasury De- 
partment informed a reporter that during the 
last ten years over $6,000,000 worth of opium 
has been smuggled into San Francisco. The 
business has been systematically carried on by 
a ring of smugglers, assisted by prominent 
Government officials, who have been receiving 
30 per cent of the spoils, the smugglers getting 
70 per cent, and that in addition to their 30 per 
cent the officials have received bribes, varying 
from $20to $5,000, and itis a fact that many 
men in San Francisco,who are reported wealthy 
have made their money through smuggling 
opium, 

Robert B. Wilson, a traveling salesman, in the 
employ of Joha Maris & Co., dealersin drug- 


gists’ glassware, this city committed 
suicide in his room at the Colon- 
nade hotel, on Broadway, last week. 


Wilson was lying dead on the floor his head 
resting on a pillow. He had shot himself inthe 
head beneath the right ear, with a new revol- 
ver, which was at his side. On the bureau was 
a Russia leather {memorandum book on which 
he had written his will. He was originally from 
Lewisberg, Penn., where his mother and sister 
have their home. He was 35 years of age. 


The Planters’ Oil Mill Company of Memphis, 
Tenn., was organized during the past few 
months with a capital of $100,000 and will be 
ready to commence business about the middle 
of October, The mill is fitted with English 
presses made at Hull, England, and has a 
crushing capacity of 70 tons daily, which can 
be doubled without increasing the power.There 
are about fifty stockholders in the company, 
from among the planters and merchants at and 
around Memphis. The officers are Alston Boyd, 
president: A. D.Gwynne, vice-president, and 
T. R. Farnsworth, secretary. 

A fatal fire froma singular cause occurred 
recently at the store of Mr. Haslam, oilman, 
Mary street, Dublin. Whilethe proprietor was 
opening a case of vesuviansin the shop the 
contents exploded, and the flame caught the 
vapor from some barrels of petroleum. The 
fire spread through the shop and house with 
great rapidity, the owner's father, in spite of 
strenuous endeavors to rescue him, perishing 
in one of the upper rooms. There were twelve 
large casks of petroleum at the back of the 
shop, and, upon the flames reaching them, 
they exploded with a terrific report, and left 
the rear of the house completely in ruins,

The matter was placed in the 
hands of detectives, who learned that Quinine 
had been offered for sale by William Billeafelat 
who a year ago was a foreman in the employ of 
Keasby & Mattison, and that the materia) was 
stolen by John Bart, one of the workmen in 
the employ of the firm. It was learned that the 
latter carried the crude quinine home in hig 
dinner kettle, and had kept up his peculationg 
for nearly a year. Bart was arrested last Wed. 
nesday, and upon searching his house quinine 
worth between $5,000 and $6,000, in Various 
stages of manufacture, was found. There wag 
one barrel of crystals ready for the market,two 
barrels of pressed quinine in a crude state, one 
small keg filled with cinchonidia,a filtering pan 
with a lot of crystals in it and ‘a quantity of f). 
tering paper and other articles belonging to 
the firm. 


It is a common notion in England that all the 
foreign opium consumed in China is obtained 
from British India. This is quite a mistake, for 
a large quantity of the drug is sent from Persia, 
According toan article in the Oesterreichische 
Monatz-Schrift fur den Orient the poppy is 
grown almost everywhere in that country, and, 
although Persians of the better class sometimes 
consume opium in small pills, the greater part 
is specially prepared for the Chinese market, 
But like all foreign opium it has suffered in the 
past two years form the competition of native 
grown opium. Persian opium has fallen 50 per 
cent in value in the Chinese market since 1999, 
Asaconsequence the merchants of Ispahan, 
Shiraz and Jezd have failed in great numbers, 
and to add to other misfortunes the poppy har- 
vest of last year was almost ruined by the at- 
tacks of an insect called schafte,which fastened 
on the young plants and destroyed them, In 
1882 the export of Persian opium to London 
and China, which usually amounts to 6,000 to 
8,000 chests, did not reach half that quantity— 
Pall Mill Gazette.. 

In a conversation describing the uses for 
which gas is at present applied, Mr. Wilson re- 
lated somewhat in detail the advantages of the 
use of gas in manufacturing glass as demon- 
strated at the works of the New York City Plate 
Glass Company at Creighton Station, 18 miles 
from Pittsburg, Pa. Mr. J. B. Ford, the pro- 
jector of the enterprise, was for years engaged 
in the plate glass business on the lower Ohio, 
He realized that in order to compete with Eu- 
ropean cheap labor he would have to seek 
cheaper fuel, and he was led to the conclusion 
that natural gas was the tuel needed. He ac- 
cordingly located works at Creighton Station, 
bored for gas and got it. Since the works have 
been in operation gas has not only proven 
cheap fuel, but has done more—it has almost 
revolutionized the methods of manufacture so 
that the glass is now made so cheaply that not 
only is danger of competition removed, but in 
the near future the company may enter into 
foreign competition themselves. The gas makes 
a finer, softer glass, essily ground and suscep- 
tible of a high polish. The one well which sup- 
plies these works heats the furnaces for two 
400 horse power engine, 14double engines of % 
horse power each, heats ¢0 annealing ovens and 
melts the material for 30 tons of glass daily, be- 
sides heating and lighting 50 dwelling houses, 
and yet there is plenty to spare. 


Jobbers and wholesale dealers in glass and 
crockery ware met at Pittsburgh, last Wednes- 
day, for the purpose of forming a national asso- 
ciation. Delegales were present from NewYork, 
Boston, Philadelphia, Baltimore, Chicago, St. 
Louis, Minneapolis, Leavenworth, St. Joseph, 
Omaha, St. Paul, Davenport, and Pittsburgh. 
A temporary organization was effected by 
electing W.R. Norcross, of Boston, President, 
and F. Hughes, of Pittsburgh, Secretary. 
The Convention adjourned finally at noon 
on Friday last, after effecting a perma- 
nent organization by electing the following 
officers: President, W. R. Norcross, of Boston; 
vice-president, James G. Wright, New York; 
secretary and treasurer, H. F. Hughes, Pitts- 
burgh, Executive committee, Messrs, H. B. 
Greer, Chicago; F. H. A. Fisher, Philadelphia; 
H. W. Lowenstein, St. Louis; J. E. Lewis, Bal- 
timore; R. C. Clark, Leavenworth, Kan. Res0- 
lutions were adopted, requesting manufactur- 
ers of glassware throughout the United States 
to consider the actiontaken in Boston to abol- 
ish the specific charge for packages, and char- 
acterizing the selling of goods other than at 
wholesale or retail by crocking and glassware 
dealers as illegitimate, and working but little 
benefit to the manufacturer, and doing great 
injustice and injury to the regular dealer.

Pyrites vs. Brimstone. 


NEw YOrE Ciry, July 30, 1883, 
Editor OIL, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER: 

The few venturesome American pioneers in 
the introduction of pyrites for manufacture of 
sulphuric acid have felt very sensibly and plea- 
santly the effect of several valuable contribu- 
tions from the pen of James Douglas, Jr,, and 
others, which you have kindly published from 
time to time. All that we desire is to bring out 
such facts as are common .to all manufactur- 
ers abroad. 

So far the trade laws that have virtually driv- 
en brimstone from Europen markets while 
acknowledged correct by our American large 
consumers, yet have been ignored entirely by 
them, with few exceptions, for past ten years. 

It is a fact that brimstone has ranged in price 
from $25 to $35 f. o. b. New York city, for many 
years, equivalent prices ruling in Europe, yet 
itisalso afact that during the past twelve 
years Europe has gradually ceased to use brim- 
stone until 90 per cent. of manufacture of sul- 
phuric acid is from sulphur in pyrites. With 
these facts before us and the more convincing 
one that oil vitriol can be purchased in Europe 
for considerably less than one cent per pound, 
itig with bad grace that your correspondent, 
writing from Palermo, Sicily, June 27, 1883, at- 
tempts to convince us that brimstone at $25 
per ton is fully as advantageous <as pyrites at 
15 cents per unit. 

Except for brevity the article might have 
emanated from some one of the heavy brokers 
in brimstone caught with a “‘long*’ stock, but, 
from whatever source, the figures given are so 
widely different from working resultsin this 
country, that I trust you will grant me space to 
place the subject in substantially the same 
light, but differing in aggregates from articles 
you have already published, submitting same 
as comparative statement of cost from actual 
workings.

Your readers will notice that I do not go 
closely into costs of nitrate soda, the subject 
being so little understood by the trade generally 
that if statement were made to include actual 
results of some of our leading chemists my en- 
tire statement might be discredited. I prefer, 
therefore, to give the figures for costs of niter 
that will be acceptable to general trade. Your 
Palermo correspondent, however, who esti- 
mates “niter at 10 per cent of sulphur burnt” 
should procure records of several of our Amer- 
can works where niter consumption is from 0.6 
per cent to 1.25 per cent of pyrites burned. 
Variations 0 great between Palermo and New 
York require no argument, but the statement 
that 17.14 tons pyrites are necessary for pro- 
duction of 18 tons of acid needs correction 
promptly, 

The practice in average works here and 
abroad is well known to give 1.20 to 1.46 pounds 
oil vitriol for each pound of pyrites, and I can 
only account for his error in one way. Very 
few manufacturers are acquainted with the dis- 
tinctive characteristics of pyrites (bi-sulphide 
of iron), and too often chalco-pyrite is con- 
founded with and sold for true pyrites, entail- 
jog loss in burning and distrust of even first 
class ores, The difference in burning a true 
pyrites and one of the lower sulphides amounts 
toa large sum yearly, viz.:

Without argument it can readily be seen that 
one-third to one-half more chamber space, 
kilns, machinery, labor, etc., will be required 
to. burn low grade chalco- -pyrite than for high 
grade pyrites. Your Palermo correspondent 
must have been working on chalco-pyrite that 
would only make 34 per cent sulphur, or a ton 
of acid for a ton of ore, and would do well to 
look at and take notes of the workings of some 
first class American pyrites that will produce 
from 46 to 48 per cent sulphur into chambers, 
free from arsenic, zinc, antimony or lead. I 
would like to call the gentleman's attention to 
the striking difference in actual cost of sulphur 
in ehambers from the three sources:

The New York Stock Exchange. 
NEw York, Aug. 10, 1883. 


Editor O11, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER: 
None of the New York papers or in fact any 
of the papers out of New York seem to under- 
stand one good reason why business on the 
New York Stock Exchange has declined so 
much in the last two years, Let uslook atit in 
a business way. When the times began to im- 
prove in 1879,and the seats in the Stock Exchange 
were selling under $10,000 each there were very 
few stocks on the board to compare with what 
there is to-day, and any person who wished to 
speculate was compelled to trade in what there 
was on the board. Now this isall changed for the 
last four years, builders of railroads have been 
dumping stocks and bonds on to the Exchange 
by the millions, with their first, second and 
third mortgage bonds to say nothing of the 
land grant bonds—the deferred bonds and the 


. prefered, with prefered and the common stock 


to bring up the tail. The above is one reason 
why the business has declined to a great extent 
but what has hurt the New Stock Exchange 
more than any thing else is the Produce Ex- 
change, Cotton Exchange, Petroleum Ex- 
changes, Coffee Exchange, Metal, &c. A few 
years ago none of the above exchanges 
amounted to anything, to-day they have 
altered the dealing in railroad stocks to 
a great injury to the stock business. 
The dealings in oil at the two exchanges in 
New York run from five to ten million bbls. a 
day, figured up in dollars and it will average 
one-half of the amount the New York Stock Ex- 
change has been doing lately. In a conversa- 
tion by the writer a few days ago with a stock 
broker he laughed at the idea of the public 
taking to operating in grain &c. in preference 
to stocks. Well, I will take oil for an Illustra- 
tion, I remarked, why they will do it. Thestock 
on hand and the productionis known to every 
man that can read and wants to be posted, also 
the exports and the consumption. Now we 
will say the stock on hand and the certificates 
out are 35,000,000 bbls., every operator knows 
this if oilig one dollara bbl. andI purchase 
10,000 bbls. and pay for it,I know I have got 
something that hasa market value, even out- 
side of the exchange. I know that no set of 
sharpers can issue 70,000,000 of oil certificates 
when there are only 35,000,000 bbis of oil above 
ground. Now, let meask you how about the 
man who slaps $10,000into some railroad stock, 
does he know anything about it? Can he tell 
when a lot of bonds are to be issued or when the 
company will default on the interest or the di- 
rectors will pass their dividend or if the 
directors wish to get hold of the stock they will 


not report the road in bad order and recom- 
mend passing the dividend so as to repair it. 
To give you a little better illustration, the Rich- 
mond and Allegany Railroad stock was put on 
the New York Stock Exchange less than three 
years ago, and sold up to $75 per share. To-day 
it is in the hands of a receiver, and $5 a share 
bid for the stock. Now, did the lamb that 
bought a hundred shares of this stock at $75 
know anything about it. If he had bought 
7,500 barrels of oil at $1 a barrel he certainly 
would have had something over his commis- 
sions and storage. The risk of speculating in 
actual products is very different from a slip of 
paper that you are told represents a part of a 
railroad or mine. We have seen this well illus- 
trated in the two mining boards of New York; 
one of them had to give up, and all that saved 
the other was passing a resolution to deal in 
petroleum. The seats in the New York Stock 
Exchange sold as high as $32,000; last week 
$23,000. Even this is higher than they should 
sell. With the other exchanges gaining ground 
every day, they will decline to $15,000 before 
they stop. The banks in New York a few 
months ago hardly knew what an oil certificate 
was; now they find that it represents a value 
that it is safe to loan on—thistoa certain extent 
has also hurt the Stock Exchange business. 
The New York Stock Exchange has had a mon- 
opoly for all speculation in New York up to 
1881; now this is changed, and will be divided 
up in grain, provisions, cotton, oil, coffee, metal, 
and now to be started a tea exchange. In fact, 
the stock broker has got to take horse car the 
same as the rest of us now, and not ride up 
town in a carriage. VIX.

The McCalmont well on lot 440, Warren Coun- 
ty, stopped flowing last Wednesday, and has 
produced no oil since. It is thought to bea 
very light well. 


The failure of Mr. Sondheim was reported in 
the New York Mining and National Petroleum 
Exchange Friday, and 5,000 barrels of oil were 
sold out for his account under the rule.

The Star says: The pruduction of the Cooper 
tract and Balltown pools still continues to de- 
cline, notwithstanding the fact that new wells 
are added to the list daily as well as the liberal 
use of glycerine to the old producers. The pro- 
duction of the first thirty wells completed in 
these pools exceeded that of the 135 wells now 
producing. 

The Porcupine No.9, Balltown. was drilled 
inte the sand last Friday morning and started 
to flow, making 37 barrells the first hour but 
showed a decline later in the day. The well 
shows signs of being an edge well and defines 
toa certainty that the belt is narrow, and no- 
thing need be feared,from further drilling 
north of this venture. 


The monthly statement of the Buffalo & Rock 
City Pipe Line Company was filed in the County 
Clerk’s office at Buffalo on Friday. According 
to its terms the amount of crude oil received 
and delivered during July was, 29,981.38 barrels, 
while the amount outstanding and on hand at 
the end of the month was 17,946.14-barrels.

The Gartlin well finished on Tuesday of 
last week is afailure. Its location is on 3,195. 
It was drilled to the top of the sand and shut

‘mained in that condttion since. Monday night, 
August 6th, it was drilled between four and five 
féet in the sand, and filled up between 200 and 
900 feet with oil. It is making about the same 
showing as Porky No. 4 which wasa five barrel 
well. 

The United Pipe Lines. have just issued in 
book form a statement of their business at the 
close of June, 1883. It gives the number and 
location of every tank in their possession and 
the amount of its contents. As every one fam- 
iliar with the oil trade knows, the company has 
every month since its incorporation rendered 
sworn statements similar to what is now pub- 
lished, and kept the same publicly posted for 
examination,—Star. 

A correspondent of the Bradford Star, writ- 
ing from Smith's Ferry, says: In the twenty- 
two years that oil has been produced herea- 
bouts a production of 16,000 barrels per month 
has been witnessed, while now it is scarcely 
3500 for the same length of time. The price of 
Smith’s Ferry oil at present is four and one- 
half cents per gallon delivered at the refineries. 
All of the present production is refined before 
shipment, five refineries being engaged in that 
Ine of the busine&s. There used tu be as much 
excitement here as anywhere in the oil country, 
but of late the outside world have most for- 
gotten us,and we are yet existing on the ex- 
citement of the past. The average production 
of the entire district is not over one and a half 
to two barrels per well per day. The producers 
are constantly on the alert for anything new, 
but now the newest thing in that line is several 
yearsold. Smith Ferry crude is the prettiest 
of all the crudes and makes the best of lubri- 
cants, but the day is fast approaching when it 
will be no more among us, and the robbins will 
build their nests among the derricks at will, and 
we will have to find some new industry to keep 
our hands from idleness. 


A Lockport despatch dated August 9th. says 
that the little village of Gasport, six miles east 
of Lockport N. Y., is at present greatly excited 
owing to what are claimed to be large indications 
of the success of a mining company which for 
some months has been sinking an oil well at 
that place, and which at a depth of 1,050 feet 
has struck a large gas vein, which burned at 
the mouth of the well with a fiame more than 
12 feet high. The report is circulated that oil 
indications are very favorable and over-sangu- 
ine folks are basing predictions of the speedy 
development of a large and productive oil-field 
in the neighborhood of Lockport upon the 
fact that the general geological character of 
the soil is the same at Gasport. ‘The discovery 
of an immense vein of gas at this place is not 
surprising, as indications of that kind have 
been abundant for years, and it gave its name 
to the place. Gas jets sufficient for use in 
lighting buildings have for years past appeared 
in that locality, and pipes have been laid to 
utilize them. How far the finding of this large 
vein 1,000 feet below the surface justifies the 
present excitement as to oil prospects is for 
experts to decide. What other oil indications 
appear is not stated. 


The discoveries of coal oil in Bates and Ver- 
non counties, Mo., are attracting considerable 
attention from Eastern operators. A St. Louis 
dispatch says that W. W. Gilmore, a Pennsyl- 
vania oil man, who has just returned froma 
visit to Rich Hill and vicinity, said that the 
surface indications in both Bates and Vernon 
counties are the best he ever saw. The oil lands 
about Rich Hill had all been taken up, but in 
prospecting in Vernon county, near Carbon 
Center, he found the finest indications seen 
anywhere in the country. Oil could be found 
all about in paying quantities. He met a 
farmer there who sank a tub into his land at 
night and found it filled in the morning with 
an oil almost as thick as that which is sold asa 
lubricant for 50 cents a gallon. The oil is es- 
sentially petroleum, Mr. Gilmore said that he 
had leased 1700 acres of land, and was on the 
way to Pitteburg to get the necessary machin- 
ery. Dumont & Foote are now sinking their 
* second well and within 10 days, Mr. Gilmore 
said;there will probably be six more wells. 
There is great excitement all through the oil 
region, which is full of Pennsylvania specula- 
tors, who are leasing all the land they can get 
hold of. Speaking of the quality of the oil, Mr. 
Gilmore said: “It is not richer than Pennsyl- 
vania oil, but is of good quality.”

IsINGLAss.—Some experiments have been 
made by Dr. Sprollius upon a large number of 
specimens of isinglass, obtained from various 
sources, in order to clear up the centradictory 
























statements that have been made with respect 
to moisture, amount of ash, residye, etc. He 
reports that the average of ash in the best sorts 
of isinglass is fairly represented as 0.5 per cent, 
and the insoluble portion after boiling in water 
at not more than3 per cent. A higher pro« 
portton of moisture is found in all the samples 
than is generally expected, the quantity rang- 
ing between 17 and 19 per cent. When tested as 
to the relative viscosity of the filtered solutions 
the Russian samples were found to surpass all 
the others, with the exception of one from Ham- 
burg. Examined under the microscope, after 
laying for a few days in water, the better kinds 
all showed a common structure. 





To PRESERVE SCIENTIFIC APPARATUS.— The 
following formula is reccommended by Pro- 
fessor Olmstead, of Yale College. Melt to- 
gether six to eight parts of lard to one of resin, 
and stir untilit is cool; it can be thinned with 
coal-oil or benzine. Applied to a bright me- 
tallic surface it effectually protects the polish, 
but the surface should be buth bright and dry, 
as it will not prevent the continuance of ox- 
idation already begun. 





ASPARAGIN.—When asparagin is boiled with 
distilled water under ordinary pressure, it de- 
composes very slowly. When boiled under 
pressure it is gradually converted into am- 
monium asparaginate; but even at 140 deg. 
(34 atmospheres) the change is very gradual, 
with lime and baryta water it was shown that 
the asparagin is very rapidly decomposed by 
the presence of caustic alkalies. Regarding 
the action of sulphuric acid, it may be stated, 
that 6 gms. asparagin, were completely conver- 
ted into asparaginic acid and ammonia, by 
boiling for 6 hours with 1.14 gms. sulphuric 
acid—Berichte. 





VOLATILIZATION OF CARBON.—The volatili- 


zation of carbon, thus unce more alleged -) 


take place at a high temperature, is not impro- 
bable in itself. Indeed, according to a theory 
recently put forward by M. Berthelot,who is of 
opinion that the true carbon is not yet known, 
if the pure element could be isolated it would 
be found to be gaseous at ordinary tempcra- 
tures. On the other hand, it should be remem- 
bered that some experiments made by Messrs. 
Swan and Proctor to determine the nature and 
cause of the deposit which is sometimes found 
on the sides of a vessel in which carbon is 
heated to incandescence by the electric current 
led them to believe th:t it consists of particles 
particles of carbon that have been mechani- 
cally transported by the minute residuum of 
air in the globe. 





ACTION OF SULPHUR ON THE ALKALINE 
PHOSPHATES.—Finely divided sulphur has no 
appreciable effect upon solutions of potassium 
and sodium phosphate at common tempera- 
tures. At100 deg. there ensues formation of 
alkaline poly-sulphides and hypo-sulphites. The 
trisodic phosphate is converted, first into a 
disodic, and ultimately into a sesquisodic salt. 
Hence, phosphoric acid is regarded as a sesqui- 
basic acid of mixed functions. 





NEW REACTIONS CHARACTERISTIC OF THE 
SALTs OF GOLD.—If we pour intoasmall vial 
a few drops of a dilute solution of gold chlor- 
ide, some drops of arsenic acid, two or three 
drops of ferric chloride, and the same quantity 
of hydrochloric acid, an@about 100 c. c. of wat- 
er, and introduce a fragment of zinc, the 
liquid soon taket a purple ‘color in the neigh- 
borhood ofthe zinc, and on shaking takes 
throughout a fine rose or purple color. The 
experiment thus conducted may last for half 
an hour, but is completed in afew moments if 
we use some centigrams of zinc-powder 
and shake the vial. The rose coloration is also 
immediate if we pour into the solution of the 
salt of gold, prepared inthe same manner, 
some drops of the liquid obtained by attacking 
metallic iron with dilute hydrochloric acid, or 
better, hy heating it with a mixture of hydro- 
chloric acid and arsenic acid.

PYROGENATION OF Rosin—By the destruc~ 
tive distillation of rosin at dull redness Ad, 
Benard has obtained two new isomeric carbides 
for which he proposes the name colophan- 
threne. The yellow compound is very slightly 
soluble in alcohol, from which it is deposited 
on cooling in yellow crystals with a greenish 
fluorescence, It boils above 360deg. The white 
compound is much more soluble, and is depos- 
ited in white brilliant crystals with a violet flu- 
orescence. It melts at 87 deg. and boils about 


860 deg. Both carbides, if oxidised with chrom- 
ic acid in acetic solution, yielda diacetone, 
whilst carbonic acid escapes. This diacetone, if 
heated with fuming sulphuric acid, gives rise 
to a sulpho-conjugated jacid, the potassium salt 
of which, if heated to 170 deg. in a sealed tube 
with a strong solution of caustic potassa, is 


transformed into a mass of an intense violet 
color. If dissolvedin water and decomposed 
with hydrochloric acid it yields a céloring mat- 
ter, which on cotton mordanted with alumina 
dyes a shade similar to that given by alizarine, 





CupRic SOLUTION TO DETECT GLUCOSE—M. 
Sonnerat prepares his solution as follows: Dis- 
solve to saturation in the cold, and in distilled 
water, 34°639 grms. copper sulphate, pure and 
crystalline. In another vessel dissolve, also in 
cold, in 600 grms. caustic soda lye (of sp. gr. 
1°12), 173 grms. potassium tartrate, chemically 
pure and crystalline. To this alkaline liquid 
add, little by little, the cold solution of copper 
sulphate, and dilute the whole in 1 liter. 





To THIN PAstTE CoLors.—In thinning thick 
color of any kind, when taken from the can, 
beat it thoroughly before adding liquid; then 
add a small portion ata time, thoroughly after 
each addition until the desired consistency is 
attained. If a thinner is added in a large quan- 
tity no amount of stirring or beating will break 
the lumps, and straining will be necessary. 
This rule applies to almost every thick paste or 
mass. Keg lead can be mixed quickly and 
nicely only in this way. 





ASPHALT AS FUEL.—Inventurs ought to find 
a good field in the study of some effective 
means to utilize asphalt as fuel. The solution 
of this question would be of great service to 
this country. It is said that many of what 
were thought to be coal mines, recently dis- 
covered in various parts of Mexico, are really 
deposits of bitumen. Now, while asphalt is 
highly combustible there seems to be at present 
no practicable method to utilize it as fuel, 
owing to its melting when subjected to heat. 
It is likely, however, that with the demand for 
cheap fuel now felt all over the country for 
railway, mining, and other industrial purposes, 
some effective method can be devised to make 
practical use of its heat-producing qualities; 
burning it, perhaps, after reducing it either to 
a liquid or vaporized form. The inventor of 
such a process could command a handsome 
fortune for the use of the right in this country. 
The products of the new oil wells in Vera Cruz, 
much of which are said to be too heavy for 
illuminating purposes, might also be utilized 
in the same manner.—Mezican Financier.

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Proposed New Petroleum Law for 
Great Britain. 


Weare indebted to Messrs. Ingalls, Philips & 
Co.,of London, for a copy of the new petro- 
leum act. introduced into the House of 
Lords last month by Ear] Granville,and to which 
the violent opposition of those engaged in 
the trade in Great Britain has already been 
manifested. The bill provides that any petro- 
Jeum, or rock, shale, coal, or other mineral oil 
“emitting an inflammable vapor” at a temper- 
ature of less than 73 F,sball be regarded as “low 
test petroleum,” and all oils standin a higher 
test as “high test retroleum.” It provides for 
the registration of all premises where petro- 
teum is to be kept on storage Or for sale,and re- 
quires that such premises snall be so arranged 
that the potroleum cannot escape, whether ig- 
nited or otherwise, so as to endanger adjacent

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Petroleum Legislation in New 
Jersey. 


At the Jast session of the Legislature of New 
Jersey the law regulating the sale of petroleum 
and its products was amended a8 follows: 

1. Be it enacted by the Senate and General 
Assembly of the State of New Jersey, 
That hereafter petroleum or any of 
the products thereof, may only be sold 
for use within this State under the 
following regulations and restrictions, namely, 
(a) benzole, gasoline, naphtha and benzine must 
be sold under their true names respectively,and 
such names must be plainly shown upon the 
barrel, can or vessel in which the same are 
sold, or offered or exposed for sale, respective- 
ly, or upon & label securely attached ther¢to, (b) 
petroleum or kerosene that will flash at a less 
temperature than one hundred degrees Fahren- 
heit, flash test, must have plainly designated 
upon the barrel can or vessel in which the same 
is sold, or offered or exposed for sale, or on a 
label securely fastened thereto, the number of 
degrees Fahrenheit, flash test, below which the 
same will not flash; (c) only such product of 
petroleum as will not flash at a less temperature 
or flash test than one hundred degrees Fahren- 
heit may be sold for lighting or illuminating 
purposes, except where the same is to be used 
for street lamps or open-air receptacles, or in 
gas machines, in which case (as to petroleum or 
kerosene) there shall be plainly marked on the 
barrel, can or vessel in which the same is sold, 
or offered or exposed for sale, or on a label se- 
curely fastened thereto, the words “not for in- 
side light;’’ provided that this actshall not ap- 
ply to petroleum or its products sold in tanks 
used for transportation. 

2. And be it enacted, That the State Board of 
Health in this State shall determine and declare 
what shal) be the means of ascertaining whether 
or not petroleum or kerosene to be sold for 
lighting or illuminating purposes is of the char- 
acter required by this act, and shall notify each 
local board of health of the same, and publish 
notices thereof in at least one leading news- 
paper in each county of the State, and distri- 
bute circulars as to the same for common in- 
formation. 

In accordance with the last section, the Board 
of Health have adopted the tester of the New 
York State Board of Health, and the rules to 
be observed in its use are those given by the 
New York Board. 

The State has been divided into four sections, 
and examiners appointed, ss follows: Testing 
for Bergen, Morris, Passaic, Sussex and Warren 
counties will be done by Wm. K. Newton,M.D., 
of Paterson; for Essex, Hudson, Middlesex and 
Union counties by Prof. A. RK, Leeds, of Hobo- 
ken; for Hunterdon, Somersct, Mercer, Mon- 
mouth and Ocean counties by Prof. H. B. Corn- 
wall of Princeton, and for Atlantic, Burling- 
ton, Camden, Gloucester, Cape May, Cumber- 
land and Salem counties by Shippen Wallace, 
of Burlington. 
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Formula for Boiling Linseed Oil. 


First be sure that you have the pure linseed 
oil, as in a majority of cascs it is exceedingly 
difficult to get the pure article. These is so 
much sold as linseed oil that is manufactured 
out of nothing else but ground-nuts, or pro- 
erly speaking, pea-nuts, that great care should 
be taken in selecting the oil. The test is sim- 
ple. Nut oil has asharp, acid taste, smells just 
like sour pea-nuts, is darker and thicker than 
the other oil, has a clinging tendency, when 
rubbed on the finger dries with a gloss, even in 
priming coats, and is very much given to gum- 
ming up when sanded. Pure linseed oil has a 
bright amber color, runs freely, sparkles when 
flowing from the ean, tastes soomth and mild, 
and has the smell of a flaxseed poultice. When, 
therefore, you are satisfied you have the genu- 
ine oil, and wish to boil it thoroughly, first take, 
say, about }4 pound of red legd and the same 
quantity of sugar of lead, put into 5 gallons of 
the oil, and {place over a slow fire so ag to boil 
evenly. Do not let your fire get either too hot 
or too low; keep an even temperature, if pos- 
sible; coke or charcoal is preferable to either 
hard or soft stonecoal. If convenient, it would 





be rather advisable to diseard the use ofa wood 
fire, as after the oil gets to boiling heat a sud- 
den flame shooting up might ignite the entire 
lot. Let it boil seven bours full; the red and 
sugar of lead will then become dark brown. 
Stir all the time while boiling slowly, and only 
one way; do not change the direction of the 
stroke, or you will burn the oil, just as you 
would starch. After you have taken it from 
the fire, cover it up and let it stand to cool off, 
say, Over night. The sediment will settle to the 
bottom; pour out the oil and strain; your oil is 
boiled, and a better article you could not have, 
as all the fatty substances are destroyed. This 
is the English method, used in all the carriage 
factories in the United Kingdom.—Carriage 
Monthly. 
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Solid and Liquid Illuminating 
Agents. 
BY LEOPOLD FIELD, F.C.8. 


The system according tv which I have con- 
catenated the various bodies, used for lamps 
and candles, is based upon the theories held by 
the generalty of modern chemists. The dia- 
gram shows how every member almost of these 
myriad—these Mormon—families, can be as- 
signed to one or the other of the tour groups 
hydrocarbons, alcohols, ethers, and acids 
—hydrocarbons, may be regarded as parents of 
the others, which in theory, borne out to a 
certain extent by experiment, are derived from 
them by more or leas complicated processes. 
As their name implies, the hydrocarbons con- 
sist entirely of hydrogen and carbon. The re- 
lative proportions of these elements in the 
different series vary by equal increments. 
First on the list, as to us they are most import- 
ant, come the paraffines. The white solid 
familiar to us under that denomination consists 
of a number of the higher humologues of this 
series, the composition of which is so nearly 
identical as to defy the most cunning attempts 
at isolation. At the present time, twenty well 
defined paraffines have been: individualized. 
They all conform to one typical formula Cn 
H," plus 2, and are all very inert, characterless 
compounds, to which qualities they owe their 
name (parum, little, afinis, akin), The first of 
the twenty has long been known—it is the joy 
of the lecturer, as methane; the wonder of the 
bucolic, as marsh gas; and terror of the miner, 
fire-damp. The formula of the methane is 
CH,. It is a colorless gas,Jbecoming liquid only 
under extreme cold and pressure. Its sp. gr. is 
‘55. Here is a cylinder of it: observe the bright 
smokeless flame, characteristic of the paraffins 
generally. In this short, stout tube, there are 
confined four volumes of oxygen, with two of 
methane ; applying a light, the brisk detona- 
tion suggest that methane, at least, has kindred 
feelings to oxygen. But the methane exists no 
longer ; atthe moment of union, water and 
carbon dioxide—the dreaded choke-damp— 
were formed—CH, plus 0, = CO, plus 2H,0. 
Marsh gas is the invariable concomitant of slow 
organic decomposition. The formation of coal 
was attended with evolution of this gas, large 
volumes of which are often stored in coal 
mines. The mud-volcano of Bulganak, in the 
Crimea, belches forth pure CH,. The fire 
worshippers of Baku, according to O'Donovan 
prostrates themselves before a stream of this 
gas. It is also seen dancing over marshes, 
ablaze, as Will-o’-the-Wisp. Methane, and 
the three following members, ethane, 
C2H., propane, C;Hs. and butane, C,H, 
are gasses of density, increasing with 
their molecular weights. The fifth, pentane, 
C,H, is a liquid at 88 deg. C., and go till the 
sixteenth, hexdecane. C,H 4, solid at 21 deg. C, 
Ethane, C,H, is noteworthy as the parent of 
alcobol, ether and acetic acid. 

The paraffins allow of substitution products 
with the haloids, that is, they give up two 
atoms of hydrogen. in exchange for an equal 
number of atoms of chlorine, bromine or 
iodine. Thisis important, as the substitution 
compounds thus formed are identical with the 
additive compounds of the haloids with the 
olefins, which are the next series. These bodies 
have Cn Hgn for their typical formula, Like 
the paraffins they sre colorless, readily inflam- 
mable, forming carbon dioxide and water, 
They are, however, much more easily acted 
upon by acids, and combine directly with the 
haloids. Here we have olefiant gas or ethy- 
lene, the first of the class, burning with a flame 
much resembling that of methane. In this jar, 
inverted over water, I have two volumes of 
ethylene. Passing up from this bottle an equal 
proportion of chlorine, you will see the water, 
at first displaced, soon rise rapidly, while drops 
of an oily liquid collect in the apex of the fun- 
nel, whence they can be drawn off afterwards, 
This oily pungent liquid is ethylene dichloride, 
called of old, Dutch liquid. The name olefiant 
—oil making—is attributable to this property.

The alcohols owe their 
name to ethylic alcohol, the alcohol par excel- 
lence, our national beverage, commonly called 
spirits of wine. The word alcohol itself comes 
from- the- Arabic, al kohol, antimony. This 
metal, very subtlely powdered, was applied as 
a pigment tothe brows of oriental beauties, 
Soon any very fine powder was called alcohol,

Ether alse is itself of no consequence here, but 
the compound ethers, as tallow and palm oil, 
will fully vindicate the brief attention we 
have paid the chief of their clan. The word 
acid originally meant asubstance of a sour 
taste which acted upon metals. Working upon 
the typical properties of the first definite acids, 
as sulphuric and hydrochloric, the name is now 
bestowed upon an infinite number of bodies; 
their qualification being the possession of hy- 
drogen atoms, which they can exchange for 
metals or radicles. Considering that every 
flower, berry, insect, animal, metal, in short 
every body. animate or dead, furnishes a pecu- 
liar and distinct acid, it is not surprising that 
the number is large. Of the substances with 
which we shall have to deal, cocoanut oil alone 
furnishes ten different acids, and beeswax 
three. 

> There is an immense deal more to be said 
about the permutations and combinations 
possible between organic compounds. Time, 
and the fear of wearying you, forbid my pur- 
suing the subject further. I have, however, 
drawn up a table of the chief changes mention- 
ed. They are worth attention, as, by their aid, 
it is possible to furnish some explanation of the 
changes which nature brings about. Leaving 
now this arid but essential preliminary, we will 
take a rapid retrospect of the art of lighting, 
see what materials our fathers had at their com- 
mand, and how they used them. 

Probably the earliest known means of light- 
ing was the torch, used largely of old in north 
countries, and still, no doubt, lighting the Lapp 
and the Finn. This torch has been sent me 
from North Germany. It is cut from the pitch 
pine, and sticky with exuded resin. I will light 
it; you see the red large flame, and the volumes 
of smoke. This will presently condense into 
small particles of soot, colloquially termed 
“blacks,” which adhere to faces and clothes 
with surprising determination, and may give 
some idea of the eminent comfort experienced 
in a hall lighted, like the Walhalla, with pine- 
splinters—kien-spahne. We may presume that, 
in cooking, some of the fat might saturate a 
brand, which would burn long without con- 
suming its fiber. Or, perhaps, that the readier 
and brighter combustion of certain woods was 
attributed correctly to the resin they contained. 
This is the crude idea of a link—even of a can- 
dle. Substituting a rope for a splinter, and 
saturating this with pitch or resin, we have the 
link that still, on foggy days, connects us with 
the past. For the word, and, most probably the 
idea, comes from the Greek, or perhaps the 
Latin luchnus (Cic.), as the German “fackel,” 
frow the Greek fogyot, a bundle of sticks— 
after,atorch. Our word torch, though, is evi- 
dently the Latin “‘tortitium.”—a twisted thing, 
which would now be applied more properly to 
the link, while our pine torch finds its Roman 
equivalent in taedae--slips of the taeda, or 
Italian pitch pine—the usual outdoor light of 
Rome. Funalia,with which Virgil tells us Dido’s 
palace was lighted (evidently from “funis,” a 
rope), were probably fambeauz, a finer kind of 
link. Here wé have speciments both of link and 
flambeau, disinterred from Lambeth cellars, 
where they have lain, perhaps, half a century. 

The link, giving an eager, smoky flame, was 
held by the running footmen or linkboys, who

quenched their light in the large extinguishers 
still to be found on houses of aristocratic an- 
tiquity. The flambeau has a center of oakum, 
surrounded with alternate layers of rosin and 
crude beeswax, finished off with a coating of 
the latter, bleached, which gives it a Very ex= 
pensive appearance. This description of torch 
was more costly, and gave a cleaner flame than 
its brothers; and so was principally employed 
in lighting halls, staircases, &c. At what period 
the torch was superseded, and whether by 
amps or candles, is, and will remain a moot 
point. The fact is, the Greeks and Romans, re- 
garding lighting as of very minor importance, 
were shockingly loose in their nomenclature. 
Nor are we much better in English. In our 
translation of the Seriptures the words “can- 
dle’ and “candlestick” are used indiscrimi- 
nately with “lamp,” though it is quite certain 
that a bona-fide candle was not known. For 
example, in Exodus xxv., 31, we have “a can- 
dlestick of pure gold,” but, from the after text, 
we may be certain that the right word should 
be “lampstand.” Again, in Matt. v., 15, the 
words “‘men do not light a candle and put it 
under a bushel, but on a candlestick,” would 
seem to positively attest the use of both candle 
and stick at that period, did we not know that 
the Latin candelabrum, and Latin luchnuchus 
(Cic.), meant “lampstand.”” Furthermore, as in 
the parable of the virgins, where oil is a speci- 
fied condition, the Greek word is rendered 
lamp (Matt. xxv., 1-5). The confusion of names 
seems strange to us now, with whom lamp and 
candle enjoy such distinct individuality, but in 
old times, no doubt, the terms were inter- 
changeable. 


We are, I think, safe in concluding the torch 
to have been superseded by the lamp, and it is 
interesting to perceive how this is evidenced 
in mythology. Ceres, in the old legend, sought 
her daughter in Hell with a torch; Apuleius 
makes Psyche drop hot oil on Cupid froma 
lamp. Whether candles, properly so-called, 
that is, wicks surrounded with coatings of wax 
or tallow, were known before or after the use 
of lamrs had become general, I cannot say. We 
have a passage from Martial (1st cent. A. D.), in 
which the candle is mentioned as an old affair. 

But here he may mean torch—funalia—which 
the old Romans would most probably call 
candela, from its shining qualities, than funalia, 
in allusion to its manufacture. In the Greck, 
the word is not met with till the time of Athe- 
nzeus, who lived in the reign of Aurelius and 
Commodus (about 150-220 A. C.). In his 
“Deipnosophistze” we find one telling a waiter 
to bring farthing dips. By this, no, doubt, a 
rushlight is intended to be understood, which 
article had at that time come pretty generally 
into use. 

But the most valuable information on this 
point is obtained from a passage in Apuleius’ 
Metam. iv. where, at a noise in the dead of 
night, the household runs in with “tedis, lu- 
cerna, sebaceis, cereis, et ceteris,” that is, with 
torches of pine, lamps, tallow candles and wax 
tapers. This is a decisive proof that candles 
both of wax and tallow were used. They were, 
however, at no time considered as respectable 
asthe lamp, for we find in another verse of 
Martial an apology for giving his friend a wax 
light, as his footman had walked off with the 
lamp. At Herculaneum a chandler’s apparatus 
was found, and in the British Museum there is 
a fragment of a huge candle found in Vaison, 
near Orange, and supposed to have been made 
about the first century, A.C. The wick of such 
candles would probably be the pith of rushes— 
scirpus—rudely covered with crude wax 
or tallow, and rolled into shape. Candle- 
sticks to hold these existed, but later on 
with a spike to penetrate the butt of the 
candle. The name candelabrum, however, 
was applied generally to the pillar on which the 
oil lamp was placed, or from which it was sus- 
pended. I have here both diagrams and speci- 
mens of lucernz and candelabra. This one 
especially deserves notice, as being a genuine 
bronze candelabrum, said to have been found 
in Herculaneum. The lamp upon it isa fair 
representative of its class, scarcely ornamented 
enough, perhaps, to be worthy of such a sup- 
port, but the combination of the two will give 
you an accurate idea of a Roman house-lamp. 
I have given it a wick of oakum (stuppa), and 
filled the body with crude Italian olive oil, thus 
imitating, as exactly as may be, the actua 
light. Not 'a very brilliant one, you will say, 
and smoking exceedingly. So did all old lamps 
of necessity, no attempt being made at creat- 
ing the current of air requisite for proper com- 
bustion. You may imagine the state of a room 
the morning after a symposium,when, perhaps, 
a dozen lamps had been burning for six hours, 
smoking fearfully, without the least appliance 


| for the escape~of the heavy carbonaceous 


fumes. Indeed, it was one slave’s recognized 
duty to go round in the morning wiping the 
sooty pictures and statues: The only instance 
to’ my recollection; of a flue existing, was at 
the Erectheum of the Athens Acropolis. The 
lamp was’of pure gold,and so large as to re- 
quire replenishing only once a year. Calli- 
machus ‘designed it for the new temple, about 
400 B.c., and provided it with a chimney, in the 
guise of a’ bronze’ palm tree inverted. ‘Other- 
wise, thé smoke appears to have been regarded 
as tin unavoidable evil. Certain it is that, how- 
ever magnificent and elaborate the design, the 
ecdniomy of the light rematned stationary.~A 
wick, sometimes of oakum, sometimes of dearer 
Carpasian flax (cotton?) passed through the 
nozzle into the body, filled generally with olive 





oll; though, according to Pliny, bitumen wag 
occasionally used. This is the less surprising, 
as Italy, in parts, is rich in springs of that min. 
eral and petroleum. In the East, especially 
among the tribes dwelling in the vicinity of the 
Lacus Asphaltites, or Dead Sea, bitumen and 
naphtha wete extensively consumed for light- 
ing atid other purposes. Perhaps Nephi, the 
sacred pit-fire,was of this nature; and, to specue 
late further, the emphasis laid upon the use of 
olive oil in the tabernacles of Israel may have 
been an implied condemnation of the mineral 
combustible, as peculiar to heathen rittial, Mr, 
Basil Cooper, the well-known Egyptologist, hag 
kindly suggested to me a very fascinating ety. 
mology of the word naphtha—viz., NA,water; of 
Phtha, the Hepheestos, or Vulcan of Egypt’s 
deities, the god of fire. This is endorsed by the 
fact that the Indians, who sold the first petrole- 
um as seneca oi], and used it largely in their 
rites of worship, termed it fire-water, which 
name has decended to alcohol. About bitumen 
and its kindred we shall spead under the head- 
ing petroleum. 

The introduction of lamps into Greece was 
gradual and slow. Probably, by the end of the 
5th century B. C., they were in general use in 
the upper ranks of society. Herodotus (ii. 62), 
writing of the Lychnokaie (feast of lamps) at 
Sais, in Egypt (450 B. c.z, does not express sur- 
prise at the lamps themselves, but only at the 
great number thereof. Their lamps differed in 
no way from thatof Rome; the wick made 
from the woolly leaves of an indiginous plant, 
pasaed through the nose into the crude olive 
oil. Those who wish to become more intimate- 
ly acquainted with the various styles of orna- 
ment in vogue among old nations, will find eve- 
ry conceivable shape and size in the Etruscan 
vase gallery at the British Museum, to which I 
must beg to refer them for further illustration 
Becker’s Gallus and Charicles also are replete 
with information on this point. I could not 
pursue the subject further, without trenching 
on the ground of my future lectures, in which 
the main subject will always be prefaced by an 
outline history of that branch. You will be 
surprised to find both our latter day inventions 
foreshadowed in extreme antiquity, and the 
imperfections of the dark age maintained toa 
recent date. 


It is worthy to comment, in conclusion, how 
fire and light have ever been invested with ce- 
lestial attributes, and reserved for divine wor- 
ship. Ineed only instance the Caspian fire- 
worshipers, and the Persian monarchs, with 
their silver fire trays borne before them into 
battle. Great festivals of lamps have been 
common to all nations. The Lychnokaie, above 
mentioned as an Egyptian lamp feast, has its 
parallel in the Chinese feast of lanterns. We 
send out annually many thousand scarlet can- 
dles, wbchocks—here is one—for this festival, 
which happens on the fifteenth day of the first 
month. Then the Romans had their Lupercalia. 
In lieu of this feast, remarkable for its licen- 
tiousness, Pope Gelasius instituted Candlemas, 
falling on the 2d Feb. Some have it,that Vigil- 
ius supplanted the Proserpina by this festival. 
Anyhow, though the significance be changed, 
candles play the chief role in both. According 
to Pliny (Nat. His.),the Romans themselves 
used wax candles in certain rites. I need 
scarcely hint at the eternal lamp of Vesta, 
tended by damsels of established reputations ; 
the never dying lights of Mahomet's tomb, 
Aaron’s tabernacle, and Roman Catholic 
churches. The Romans lighted Jamps in 
honor of Prometheus, who caught fire from 
heaven, of Minerva, who gave them oil, of 
Vulcan, who invented lamps; birthdays were 
sometimes called days of lamps, as the bulk of 
their gifts took that form, in cheap terra-cotta 
or costly metal; there was the faa belli or war 
torch, and fax nuptialis, the emblem of mar- 
riage. 

On the tombs of the dead, lamps were placed 
by the sorrow ing hands of their legatees, filled 
with scented oil. An oracular statue of Hermes 
in Achaia, was “:worked” by lighting a lamp 
before him,and placing a small coin at hi 
feet. 

Ingenious suggestions have been made about 
eternal lampsin tombs, which are positively 
averred to have been found burning after the 
lapse of centuries, Indeed, Rosicrucius gives 
a description of his eternal lamp, with all the 
circumstance of discovery. “But this,” says 
Disraeli, “is only dwelt onto make it appear 
that he did discover something.”’ Boyle under- 
took a series of experiments with the air-pump 
which demonstrated the absurdity’ of such 
statements. Reserving my private opinion as 
somewhat iconoclastic, I might~ suggest 
the possibility of an asbestos wick 
communicating with a supply of light 
naphtha, burning indefinitely in a tomb 
not absolutely air-tight. Possibly, also 
highly carbonaceous vapors in the sepul- 
cher might have been kindled by the intruded 
torch. 

‘After this hasty glimpse at our wretehedly 
illuminated forefathers, you will be more than 
ever inclined to endorse Lamb's fopinion, tha 
‘one can never hear mention of them without 
an accompanying feeling, as though a palpable 
obscure had dimmed the facé’of things, and 
that “our ancestors wandered to-and fro— 
groping.” —Jour. Soc. of Arts.

The amount of business done the past week 
has being ratherlighter than during the pre- 
ceding week, but this isa condition that may 
be expected at this season of the year and will 
probably prove of short duration. Prices re- 
main unchanged and for the most part firm. 


White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 


The market for pig lead has ruled very quiet 
the past week and although dealers have shown 
a willingness to accept offers that were freely 
tendered a short time since, there is no disposi- 
tien to purchase except for present most press- 
ing needs. Only afew small sales have been 
made the past week at 4 27144@4!{c, at which lat- 
ter figure the market closeson common. Re- 
fined is nominally quoted at 4 27lgéc, and 44%4c 
would be accepted, but even at this figure there 
are no buyers. 

White lead in oil has been in only moderate 
seasonable request during the past week,the fall- 
ing off in demand having been about the same 
as has been noticeable throughout the paint 
market. Prices remain without change, 6@64c 
remaining the bottom figure according to 
brand. Western lead has not sold to any extent, 
as the inducements offered are not sufficiently 
tempting. Atthe West the situation remains 
unchanged, Chicago and points further west 
still quoting 5}4@534c, less 2 per cent for car 
load lots. The information as to Pittsburg 
prices published last week were obtained from 
what we believed to he a reliable source, but a 
Pittsburg corroder writes us that the corroders 
there are not selling lead in oil at 5c. He 
failed to give us the exact quotations or the 
condition of that market. Dry lead is stiil 
quoted at 5iéc, but there is not much doing. 
Of Western we note sales of three car loads at 
68¢c delivered in Brooklyn, and more is offered 
at the same figure. English has sold in small 
lots only. 

American oxide of zinc has had a fair Season- 
able call for small lots but no important sales 
are reported either for spot or forward de- 
livery. The low price of white lead is begin- 
ning to have some effect on the quantities of 
zinc called for but there is go change in price, 
dealers still quoting 4c for best dry. French 
zincs have had a slow sale with previous prices 
fully maintained.

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Algin. 
BY E. C. C. STANFORD, F.C.S. 


The utilization 06 hitherto waste materials 


presents a large field for chemical investigation, 


and many important industries have within the 
last twenty years resulted from such re- 


searches. 


There are few materials so abundant, so gen- 
eral, and so easily obtained as the commoner 


kinds.of seaweed thrown up on all our coasts, 


but especially on those exposed to the waves 


and storms of the Atlantic. The species I refer 
to—the laminaria and fuci—are found growing 
on all rocky shores. And it may also be re- 
marked that, except as manure, the great bulk 
of this material has been long practically un- 
utilized. In 1862, the writer introduced a 
method of carbonizing the seaweed in retorts, 
and thus converting the material into charcoal 


instead of kelp, and preventing the great loss 


of iodine arising from open air burning. This 
was simply another step of improvement, and, 
comparing it again with the forest, was merely 
equal to making the timber into charcoal in- 


stead of burning intoash. It isnot, in a proper 


and fuller sense, utilizing the seaweed. 


The results of further 
direction form the subject of this paper. 

The most important species consumed in 
Great Britain is Chondrus crispus, or Irish moss, 
contains 79 per cent of caragheenin, a substance 
of great gelatinizing power, and largely used in 
jellies and puddings. This sea-weed would, no 
doubt, secure a considerable market as a size 
for fabrics, but it cannot be obtained in any 
great quantity. It is only uncovered at low 
spring tides, and any very large demand would 
soon exhaust the supplies. A recent applica- 
tion of Irish moss is being worked by a limited 
company, under the name of “velo-plastic,” 
which is said to be made of refuse leather, dried 
and finely ground and mixed with caragheenin. 

Another still more powerful gelatinizing sub- 
stance is gelose. This was first imported into 
France from China in 1856. It has ten timesthe 
gelatinizing power of isinglass,and will set into 
ajelly five hundred times its weight of water. 
It is not nitrogenous, and contains carbon, 42.8; 
hydrogen, 5.8; oxygen, 51.4. It has not super- 


seded isinglass for jellies, as the fusing point of 


the jelly is too high to melt inthe mouth. I 
found some years ago, in experiments on every 
variety of sea-weed that could be procured, 
that this gelatinizing principle was§confined to 
two British species—the Chrondrus crispus and 
the Gelideum corneum. An Australian alga, the 
Euchemia spinosa, or agar agar, is also a jelly- 
yielding species. Several articles have been 
recently introduced under various names, such 
as thao, fucyne etc., all of which appear to be 
modifications of, or products from, these 
plants. 

The application of seaweed as manure is very 
general where it can be obtained. In fact, the 
practical value placed on it is far above its 
actual chemical valuation. 1t usually contains 
80 per cent of water. 

The only other important proposed applica- 
tion of seaweed has been to manufacture paper, 
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that it cannot be poured out of “he bottle. It 
is very difficult to deal with on account of its 
extraordinary thickness. In fact, as itis, no 
method of filtration is possible (all known 
methods, with and without pressure have been 
tried). The cells to be removed are so minute 
that, if pressure be applied, the whole mass 
passes through any filter or not at all. By cau- 
tiously heating the mass it can, however, be 
filtered. The medium employed is a coarse 
linen sacking in the formof a Taylor filter, 
The cellulose is left behind as 2 gelatinous 
mass, amounting, when dry, to about 10 per 
cent of the air-dried plant. 

The algin solution is then evaporated in a 
somewhat similar manner to gelatin, and, 
when dry, presents an appearance which is not 
unlike gum tragacanth; but it may also be ob- 
tained in thin, transparent, flexible sheets. The 
solution is slightly alkaline; but care must be 
taken that no great excess of sodium carbon- 
ate is present, or the solution decomposes, and 
in a week, if dilute, becomes quite thin and 
contains no algin. This action of the alkali I 
cannot yet clearly explain. The solution can 
be neutralized by the careful addition of hy- 
drochloric acid without gelatinizing; bnt an 
excess at once precipitatesit. A solution of 
only 2 per cent, becomes semi-solid when 
treated in this way. 

The process proposed to deal with the sea- 
weed is first to wash out the salt by simple ma- 
ceration in cold water. This is very easily done, 
the salts being almost entirely removed even 
by two macerations. On account of the bulk 
of the material, it is, however, advisable to 
wash a number of vats exhaustively in turns, 
in the usua manner of hxiviation common in 
alkali. works. The water removes about a 
third of the weight of the seaweed, and when 
evaporated to dryness presents a treacly mass 


containing the salts and a considerable quan- 


tity of a saccharine matter which represents 
mannite, but which precipitates Fehling’s solu- 
tion equal to fifteen per cent of glucose. It is, 
however, unfermentable, and I have not yet 
succeeded in getting it pure enough for analy- 
sis, on account of the great difficulty 
of separating it from the alkaline 
chlorides which are soluble in alcohol. 
By the use of sulphate of silver I have 
separated a small quantity, but still not suffi- 


ciently pure. If this can be separated commer- 


cially, and is a sugar having sweetness 


but unfermentable, it would be available for 


replacing glycerine in some of its applications. 


Until, however, more is known of its properties 


it must be sacrificed by carbonizing the salts; 
the charcoal, of which it yields about fifty per 


cent, being then treated in the usual manner 
for separating the iodine and salts. The salts 
vary from thirty-five to fifty-five per cent of 
the whole; or twelve to eighteen per cent of the 


original air-dry weed in the laminaria. This is 
more than is obtained by burning the weed 


into ash, which does not, asa rule, yield more 
than ten per cent of salts on the air-dried 


weed, 
Applications of Algin. 

















Algin has properties which should make it 
useful for several applications in the soluble 
form. As a stiffener of fabrics, although not 
so rigid as starch, it fills the cloth better, is 
tougher, more elastic, and more transparent. 
It mixes in all proportions with starch and 
dextrine, and imparts to the mixture these 
properties. Unbleached, it forms a cheap ma- 
terial for dressing winseys and such dark goods. 
Passed through an acid bath, the coating be- 
comes glossy and insoluble, and thus a veget- 
able mordant is available for dyeing. Lime- 
water and salts of calcium, barium, and several 
metallic salts, may be employed for a similar 
purpose, one of its pecularities being the ease 
with which it is rendered insoluble. 


and about twenty years ago several patents 
were taken out with this object, and some 
specimens were exhibited at the Society of 
Arts. They were all made, however, from the 
Zostra marina, or grass wrack—a marine plant 
with flowers growing in the sea, but not one of 
the algre—and this plant makes a very good 
paper. 

Any one observing the long flat fronds of the 
laminaria lying on the sea shore must have 
noticed two things. Ist that these are easily 
bleached by exposure to light; 2d, that, after 
exposure to rain, the fronds contain in their 
interior sacs of fluid. These are derived from 
the endosmosis of the water tbrough the out- 
side membranes, dissolving a peculiar glutinous 








principle. Upon opening one of these sacs, a 
neutral glairy, almost colorless, liquid escapes. 
Sometimes it may be seen partially evaporated 


on the surface of the frond as a jelly-like sub- 
stance, which may be drawn out by the fingers 


in long, tenacious strings. This fluid contains a 
unique substance of remarkable properties,and 
to which,from its source,I have given the name 


of algin. The vesicles are only seen in the long 


fronds of the various laminaria, especially L 


stenophylla, known in the Highlands as par-dar- 


rig, or red-top. The large stems or tangle, and 
the fuci, although containing it in considerable 
quantity, do not exhibit this appearance. 

If the liquid be evaporated to dryness, the 
scales so produced resemble albumen, and are 
not all soluble in water, but very soluble on the 
addition of a little alkali. Several other in- 
stances of the solubility of substances when en- 
dosmozed or dialyzed are well known. The 
fluid thus naturally obtained is miscible with 
water, but coagulated by alcohol and by 
mineral acids. It cannot be obtained in 
sufficient quantity for exhaustive analysis, 
but it contains calcium, magnesium, 
and sodium, in small quantity, in com- 
bination with Algin. Ifthe laminaria fronds 
arecut up and macerated in dilute hydro- 
chloric acid, the liquid in the vesicles assumes 
the form of a colorless, insoluble jelly. If the 
laminaria fronds are immersed in water con- 
taining a little alkali—by preference sodium 
carbonate—the whole plant becomes disinteg- 
rated, and presentsa gelatinous mass, consist- 
ing of a thick, glutinous, gummy liquid, con- 
taining the cellular fabric of the plant com- 
pletely broken up. This occurs in twenty-four 
hours in the cold. The mass, although it only 
contains 2 per cent, of the algin, lis so glutinous 


I shall only just refer to its probable value as 
a food material on account of its nitrogenous 
character, as I have no edible specimens on the 
table which can be passed round for immediate 


consumption. Asa cattle food there is a large 
opening for such a material. The agglutinating 
power of algin enables us to convert into solid 
blocks many substances which are with dif- 
ficulty made to cohere. Silica, lime, magnesia, 
oxide of zinc, phosphate of lime, alumina, 
chalk plumbago, charcoal, and many other 
such substances can be converted into solid, 
hard blocks. All of these and many more are 
exhibited. Some of these compounds may be 
made by mixing the algin with a solution, 
where both form a joint precipivate with an- 
other solution—e. g., 80dium silicate and calcium 
chloride; One application of thisagglutinating 
character has already assumed importance. 
Charcoal has been long known as our best solid 
non-conductor of heat, and no doubt it would 
have been employed long ago as a covering for 
our steam boilers had any medium been known 
capable of agglutinating it. That is now at- 
tained by this substance. My “carbon cement,”’ 
for this, purpose, contains ninety-seven per 
cent. of charcoal, three per eent. of algin being 
sufficient to make it cohere, and as that char- 
coal is made from seaweed, it is a remarkable 
fact that the whole covering is derived from 
that material. My friend Mr, Spiller, a high 
authority on the subject, has aleo found the so- 
lution of algin the best thing yet discovered 
for arresting incrustation in steam boilers. 

The insoluble form of algin is very like horn, 
and as it can be pressed into moulds of any size 
it may be used instead of that article. 

It also appears to be an excellent non-con- 
ductor of electricity, and in combination with 


certain other substances may assist in providing 
the cheap non-conducting material, which may 
be impervious to moisture, now so much re- 
quired for underground telegraph and tele- 
phone wires. 

It isan efficient agent for emulsifying oils, 
and, being coagulated by alcohol, for fining 
wines and spirits. 

These are some of the probable applications 
of algin, and, seeing that the substance is new, 
and the source abundant, I shall not be bold 


enough to predict what it may not be used for.

Russian Oil in Germany. 

Bradstreet’s correspondent in Berlin forwards 
that part of the annual report of the Board of 
Trade of Breslau relating to petroleum, which 
will prove of much interest to American ex- 
porters, as showing to what extent Russian oil 
is running American oil out of the mar- 
kets of Eastern Germany. The report says: 
“Russia, purveying her own country entirely 
with the oil from the Cancuses, endeavors to 
get a firm footing in Germany, and not without 
a chance of success, because the quality offered 
by the refinery of Noble, in Baku, is by no 
means inferior to the oil exported from Ameri- 
ca to Germany, while it yields more light and is 
less inflammable, as proven by Abel’s appara- 
tus. The present price of this oil in Breslau, 
including the entrance duty, is already 8 per 
cent of the value lower than American petro- 
leum, and the difference in price will be still 
greater in favor of the Russian oil as soon as 
the Tiflis-Baku and the Ssamtreti-Batum line 
of railway, already finished, is opened, 
and the tariff question as well as the method 
of taxation has been settled. The latter 
must be specially arranged for the new 
article, because the Russian refineries do not 
forward the petroleum in barrels, but in vessels 
placed upon carriages built for the purpose as 
far as the frontier,where it is filled into barrels, 
Considering that the value of the raw product, 
according to the statement of the refiner in 
Baku, is 12 reichspfennige (8c.) per kilogram, 
that the purchaser has not to pay the expensive 
barrels, and that he gets cheap freight, we may 
expect a further diminution of price anda 
speedy introduction of the article into Ger- 
many.” The correspondent adds: ‘In Koenigs- 
berg, the capital of East Prussia, they are like- 


wise getting accustomed to the idea of drawing 
their supply of petroleum from Russia, who 
herself, till some years ago, imported large

Linseed oil has been in fair request for the 
season and some crushers report inquiries for 
large parcels by parties who fear a higher range 
of values will prevail, as the price of seed keeps 
up to a figure that makes the prospective situ- 
ation unfavorable to the consumer. Crushers 
quote 55@56c, at which the market is steady 
with a decided hardening tendency. Western 
is still quoted at 54c but we hear of no sales. 
Calcutta is also firmer and is quoted at 57@59c 
while one crusher claims to realize 60c and has 
aready market for his entire production at 
that figure. At Boston Western oil is under 
close control with 55c as the lowest figure. 

Crude cottonseed oil has been extremely dull, 
no sale of consequence having taken place, and 
prices are consequently entirely nominal. Job- 
bers report a light movement of 1 to 5 bbis lots, 
for which they realize about previous figures. 
There is nothing pressing on the market, but 
to place a large parcel lower figures would have 
to be accepted. 

Summer yellow cottonsoed oil has been in 
good request, and the sales for the week under 
review aggregate about 1,000 bbis, the larger 
proportion of which was of off grades. Prime 
is held at about 46@47c, and off grades at 43@45c. 
The market in the off grades is moderately firm 
but prime is barely steady. In a jobbing way 
there is a good demand for cooking grades, for 
which 49@50c is realized. 

Cottonseed soap stock has been rather slow of 
sale the past week and values are somewhat 
lower, doubtless owing to the lower range of 
other soap greases. We quote at 144@2'4c ac- 
cording to quality.

Animal and Fish Oils. 

Prime city lard oil of present make has fluc- 
tuated somewhat with the fcrude material but 
the general tendency has been downward. The 
demand has been fair for the season and there 
has been some inquiry on export account, but 
the improvement in this direction has not been 
so pronounced as was looked for when prices 
should reach their present range. Yesterday 
the market had a weak tone at 65c, but to-day 
there was a firmer feeling with lard and 65@67c 
was asked according to brand, but there are no 
indications of an improvement. For the lower 
grades there is only a light callas these are 
relatively dear the price, being very near that 
of prime. We quote Extra No lat 64@65c, No 
L at 62@63c and No 2/at 55c. 

Menhaden oil shows very little change, al- 
though the market is rather firmer owing to 
the very small production. The receipts here 
continue light, but as the makers send their oil 
to market, the receipts at the several points 
here and East have been considerable in the 
aggregate, about 1,000 bbls having been dis- 
posed of the past week on the basis of 39@40c 
for prime, and 37@38c 'for good merchanta- 


ble. {The reports from the fisheries are to 
the effect that fish are very plentiful, 
but the yield of oil disappointing. 


The steamer Falcon, owned by Tuttle & Co. of 
Greenport, L.I., has thus far proved the most 


successful of any vessel engaged in the men. |! 


haden fishery this summer. Two wecks ago 
Captain Willis loaded her with fish nearly as 
deep as she would float, and was even then 
compelled to abandon many thousand fish that 
he had in his seine, but could not get aboard. 
For pressed and bleached oil the demand is 
rather light, but prices are firm in sympathy 
with the market for crude. 

Bank and Straits oils are only in moderate re- 
quest in small quantities, but the position of 
crude oil being better there is a firm feeling 
and dealers generally insist upon 40@A4lc for 
Bank and 42@43c for Straits. 

Cod oil is somewhat firmer owing to the re- 
ports of small production. The catch of fish is 
satisfactory, but the high price of medicinal 
oil induces fishermen to bestow the care re- 
quired to produce that quality and the make 
of tanner’s oil is consequently restricted. The 
demand is moderate. 

Refined sperm oil has been in moderate re- 
quest for the season, and is held steady at our 
quotations. The lower price of lard oil will 
probably prevent the advance that the reduced 
supply of crude oil would warrant, the stock 
in New Bedford having now dwindled down to 
about 10,200 bbls. 

Refined whale oil has been rather quiet the 
past week, although probably as much twas 
done as could reasonably be expected at this 
season of the year. Prices are steady and un- 
changed, The stock of crude is now reduced to 
3,900 bbls. 

Tallow oil has been firmer owing to the 
higher price of tallow, but there is very little 
doing, and it would be difficult to get an ad- 
vance on the oil. 

Neatsfoot has been rather slow of late, buy- 
ers asa rule declining to pay the prices asked. 
There is some inquiry for later delivery, but we 
learn of no important sales, 

Saponified red oil has been slow of sale and 
there is rather a weaker feeling, supplies being 
obtainable at 55@57c. 

Elaine has been quiet and steady. The sup- 
ply being light and in few hands, the price is 
held steady at 62c,

Mineral Oils. 

Paraftine oils have been in fair request for 
the season and on best grades of 25 gravity 
dealers realize full previous price, 23@25c fair- 
ly representing the market value. The supply 
of best grades is not larger than required but 
the lower qualities are being pressed on the 
market and are quoted at varying prices. The 
supply of 28 gravity is also quite large and 
prices show considerable variation, the range 
being from 14 to 12c and some of low grade 
being offered even lower. Oil of 30 'gravity is 
not sought after but is still quoted at 10@12c. 

Black reduced summer oils have not been in 
active request, the quantities called for being 
for the most part for present requirements as 
the season when oils showing some cold test are 
required will soun be here. The supply is large 
and prices vary from 6 to 7c, but the better 
grades realize the latter figure. There is some 
inquiry for cold test oils indicating an early 
demand, 

@iIn neutral oils the movement has been fair, 
but thereis no feature of interest differing 
in any respect from the condition of the mar- 
ket as heretofore reported. Strictly bloomless 
oil of 34 gravity isto be had at 30c, tut there 
are holders in the market who claim to realize 

2@33c and who say the condition of the mar- 
ket warrants their position. Not bloomless of 
#4 gravity is quoted from 18@22c, according to 
the views of the holder, while some inferior 
lots are to be had all the way down to léc. 
Strictly bloomless of 37 gravity is steady at 20@ 
22c, but not bloomless is unsettled and rather 
pressing at about lic for the best, and low 
grades down to about 12c. 

Cylinder stock continues in good request and 
Prices on this class of lubricants are held with 
more steadiness than on almost any other. For 
best lots of light filtered of fully 600 degrees 
fire test there is a steady demand that prevents 
any undue accumulation of supplies, but off 
grades and lots showing a lower fire test are 
notin favor. For prime stock 23@25c is real- 
ized. Off grades vary much with the several 
holders. Dark filtered of 600 degrees fire test 
are in fair request and are held moder- 
ately steady at 16@20c, and we note asale of 
100 bbis. at 18c. Lower grades go off slowly and 
are offered down to 10c, but the only merit 
these are said to possess over ordinary black 
oils is a higher tire test, they averaging about 
500 degrees.

Refined is meeting with the usual de- 
mand and is held firm at 18¢ at which 60,000 lbs 
has placed, There is quite a quantity of inter- 
mediate wax being offered on the market for 
which 1c is asked, but offers of 164% are sol- 
icited, and it is thought that even this could be 
shaded for a round lot.

There has been a lessened speculation in crude 
certificates during the week past and while 
much diversity of opinion has existed the ten- 
dency has been downward and a feeling of he- 
sitancy and doubt now pervades the market. 
The. monthly report of the United Pipe Line 
companies was published on Friday last, and 
its effect:.was decidedly at variance with the 
wishes of the “bull” clique.

count, and an increase in net'stocks os 339,426 
bbls. This increase in net stocks is the largest 
for any single month since February when the 
increase was 5,667,779 bbls. The receipts of oil 
in July showa decline of 125,020 bbls, and the 
deliveries a decline of 169,178 bbls. The excess 
of receipts over deliveries is 44,158 bbls greater 
than the month previous, and altogether the 
July report compares uUfavorably with that

The public interest in petroleum speculation 
has fallen off, and yet many assert that this is 
due tothe absence from town of many of the 
leadiug operators. While the telegraphic ser- 
vice has been improved, it is not up to the de- 
gree of rapidity and certainty so essential to 
speculative ventures, and this fact is also as- 
signed as tending to influence a smaller move- 
ment. Little attention has been paid to the 
reports from the Pennsylvania fields, except on 
Friday when on reports that Porcupine No.9 
was showing poorly the market was pushed 
up, only todrop as rapidly on receipt of ad- 
vices correcting the morning despatch. Neither 
has much interest been manifested in the re- 
ported new oil fields at Rich Hill, Missouri. It 
was said that old Pennsylvania oil men had 
taken to the country, and that large tracts of 
land were being bought and leased at very high 
figures. Several gas wells were reported found 
and the number of oil wells under con- 
tract continued to increase, and_ that 
machinery is going forward from Chicago and 
Pennsylvania. The speculation in New York 
atthe moment is not influenced to any great 
extent by outside influences unless they are of 
the most pronounced importance. The posi- 
tion appears to rest with the two great parties 
now striving for the advantage. Manipulation 
is accepted as an argument and the present 
scale of prices is based upon that style of specu- 
lation. 

Alluding te the market in detail it can be said 
that on Wednesday last after opening at $110 
advancing to $110%, dropping to $10914 the 
market closed at $110. Little of interest trans- 
pired during the day and the aggregate specu- 
lation was 8,028,000 bbls. The reported runs to 
the 6th inst., averaged daily 57,438 bbls., and the 
deliveries 64,146 bbls. The only well news of 
interest was that MeCalmont 8 was six feet in 
the second sand and had declined rapidly to 
3 bbls. every two hours; that Grandin 
No. 3 which had been torpedoed over 
the evening previous flowed: 40 bbls the first 
hourand then declined to 35 bbls. Thursday 
wasa weak day. Some said that as the major- 
ity of operators were “bulis” large buying 
orders would have to be given in order to sus- 
tain the market. Others asserted that a power- 
ful “short” interest was at work and prices 
must break. The opening figures for the day 
were $110; the highest $1 1034 and the closing 
$1094 with a speculation on the two ex- 
changes of 5,809,000 bbls. The average runs ‘to 
the 7th inst. were 60,073 bbls and the deliveries 
65,187. It was reported that Grandin No. 3 
made 525, bbls in the first 24 hours; that Mc- 
Calmont No. 2, on lot 440 wasin second and with 
a showing for 150 bbls during the first twenty- 
four hours. McCalmont No. 8 had stopped 
flowing and was through the sand. Friday 
witnessed a continued decline which was 

recipitated by the report of the United Pipe 
Line companies showing a net increase in stocks 
of 339,423 bbls for the month of July. Then the 
report that Porcupine No.9 was good for 400 
bbls the first day had anything but a soothing 
influence on those holding oil. The market 
opened $1.091g and broke to $1.083¢; then aspas- 
modic and manipulated recovery to $1.11 took 
place which was followed by a drop to $1.0:%, 
and those were the closing figures. Between 
“short” sales in the morning and realizing 
transactions in the afternoon the specula- 
tion was 12,214,000 bbls on the two floors. 
The average daily runs to the 8th instant were 
59,199 and the deliveries 65,689 balds. Saturday 
was a quiet and uninteresting day. The fluctu- 
ations were slight and the aggregate speculation 
but 4,963,000 bales. The opening figures were 
$1.08, highest $1,0944, lowest $1.08!4, and closing 
$1.0844. It was reported that Porcupine No. 9 
had made 540 bbls in the first 19 hours, and that 
the production of the entire Cooper Tract 
(101 wells) was 3,208 bbls- With the opening of 
the present week the position was not easily 
definable. The two parties appeared equally 
divided. One asserted that the “big shorts " 
had the market under their thumb, and the 
other stated with equal positiveness that we were 
on theeve of a boom, A glance at the prices 
for the day show a slight decline; they opened at 
$1084; advanced to $1 0834, declined to $1 0734

and closed at $1 0814 with a combined specula- 
tion of 1,412,000 bbis. The average daily runs 
to the 10th inst. were 62,452 bbls., and the de- 
liveries 65,193 bbls. The Balltown production, 
34 wells was reported at 3,586 bbls. The owners 
of Porcupine No. 9 say that their well made 700 
bbls. in the first twenty-four hours; outside 
parties put it at 520 bbls. Balltown No. 6 and 
Grandin No. 11 expect to strike sand shortly. 
At the last moment it was telegraphed that 
Porcupine No. 9 was following about 17 bbls. an 
hour. To-day there was a successful effort on 
the part of the ‘‘bull’’ clique to force the heavy 
“short”? interest to cover contracts, and this 
was particularly the case during the last half 
hour, when an advance from $1.08% to $1.1034 
was established. With the closing figureson 
the New York Exchange, $1.10 bid. At the 
Consolidated Exchange, the opening figures 
were $1.08, highest $1.1054, andfclosing at the lat- 
ter. The combined speculation was 6,879,000 
bbls. Taken altogether the day was a triumph 
for the “bulls,” It was said that Balltown No. 
6 would not be opened before to-morrow morn- 
ing, and advices from Porcupine No. 9 said that 
the well had made 410 bbls in the last twenty- 
four hours by owner's gauge, and that McCal- 
mont No, 5 flowing 60 bbls first hour.

The movement in refined for export has been 
quite small, and few interesting features have 
been noticed. The foreign advices as a rule 
have been strong, but charter tonnage has 
been in somewhat better supply and the feeling 
here has been well sustained. On Wednesday 
last about 75,000 bbls were taken for the first 
half of September at 7igc; for later in the 
month 754¢c being the prices. Outside refiners 
were out out of the market for September but 
offered moderate contracts for early October 
for which there was no inquiry. Thursday and 
Friday witnessed moderate inquiries but the 
actual movement was unimportant. The 
European advices continued firm, and 70 test 
remained strong here at 74c, with several re 
sales quoted at 73¢c for prompt shipment. Sat- 
urday was almost a dead letter but the position 
was maintained, and early this week larger de 
mands were reported; re-sale contracts re- 
alized 7 7-16c on the spot, and 70 Able test, yes- 
terday and to-day, the movement is esti- 
mated at fully 100,000 _ bbls. Out- 
side refineries are still out of the 
market for September and not until October 
and November options are wanted will they be 
in a position to accept important contracts. 
To-day larger demands were made for oil ves- 
sels and the indications for the balance of the 
week point to more animation in the refined 
article. Refined for domestic uses is reported 
slow by all engaged in its manufacture. Only 
the usual city trade is noticed with an occasion- 
al order from the more adjacent towns and 
inland cities. Prices are, on the whole, quite 
uniform if we except a slight reduction to 8¢ 
for 110 test standard white and some irregular- 
ity as regards 150 test water white; several 
have reported sales at 10!4c and for trifling lots 
even 104c has been obtained but there are 
others and prominent dealers who stand ready 
to accept any and all orders at 10c. The latter 
price, however, is for strictly spot delivery 
though even at the former figures there is no dis- 
position to accept future obligations. The gen- 
eral opinion is that the present rates for crude 
there is little or no profit for high test oils at 
current figures. In speaking of refined in cases 
for export it can be said that the volume of 
trade for the week is quite insignificant, and 
beyond one or two orders from Japan and the 
East Indies and the Levant the tone has been 
very slow. For vessels sailing to the Indian 
Ocean, however, there are good inquiries, but 
they are required on account of previous con- 
tracts. Crude in barrels has been as slow as it 
well could be, and still retain the semblance 
of a market, and the same may be said of case 
oil. Naphtha is retained at 5c, but that price in 
the absence of export inquiries is more nominal 
than real. Residuum and gasolene have re- 
ceived some attention from the city trade, but 
so far as out-of-town and export orders are 
concerned the movement is trifling.

Our Oil Region Report. 


BRADFORD, August 13, 1883. 

The Balltown district attracted more atten- 
tion than usual during the past weck, simply 
because a second batch of holes were punched 
into the oil rock, and several others were 
dosed with explosives quite freely. The result 
was, the production of the pool was increased 
somewhat. The duration of the increase, how- 
ever, will not be very great as the pool in many 
parts already exhibits dangerously depreciating 
symptoms. The most interesting well of the 
week was Porcupine No. 9, which came in on 
Friday last. It is located about 25 rods north 
of the Co’s No. 8, which started two weeks ago 
and made 725 barrels in the first 24hours. When 
adozen days of age it was still yielding a little 
more than 300 barrels. No. 9 was looked upon 
and really was an edge well, and was therefore 
apicket of some significance. Had it been dry 
or nearly so, as first reported, the theory ofa 
completely circumscribed pool would have 
been thoroughly established. As it is, how- 
ever, the theory has not been entirely under- 
pinnedthough the well is a better producer 
than many posted operators had expected in so 
westerly a location. Its first day’s yield did not 
quite equal that of No. 8, though during the 
first hour it was not much behind either as to 
quantity produced or exhibitions of greatness. 
The Grandin No. 11, located between Nos, 3 and 
10,isat the sand and will doubtless provea 
valuable acquisition to the producing list of 
the company. There is no reason why it 
should not. It is situated to that end and 
should have no particular influence upon val- 
ues in any case. But notwithstanding the 
treacherous character of 

THE FOREST COUNTY TERRITORY. 

The trade seems to have a strong disposition 
to watch it. It is a fact even at this late date 
that the result of a new well there influences 
the market in one way or the other. On Friday 
last No. 9 was first reported a dry hole, and the 
bulls seized upon it as an opportune occasion 
to elevated prices and actually drove the short 
element wild in search of grease, driving the 
market from 1084 to 111 in a few minutes time. 
But when the other side was given there was a 
rush in another direction, and the drop was 
about as swift as the advance. These circum- 
stances simply indicate the ticklish condition of 
the business and the trade in general. The 
truth is that while there remains much territory 
upon which wells will yet be drilled, the Penn- 
sylvania and New York oil flelds do not at 
present promise to give increase. This may 
transpire, but until something of greater mag- 
nitude and significance than now appears, is 
discovered the chances are supremely hostile. 
The fact that an increase should occur at Ball- 
town alters no calculation formerly made. This 
section contains more drillable territory than 
any other portion of the middle field, and can- 
hot be expected to decline in production all the 
time especially while these new wells are being 
added at the rate of two or three a week. The 
old Grandin No.3 was shot last week and res- 
ponded with a yield of several hundred barrels 
the first day. ‘The Welch wells on the triangle 
Were also torpedoed and aided considerably. 
The Dutch oil company also shot a couple, but 

results were not so cheering as in the first 
named cases. They are evidently pushing these 
Wells for all there is in them and as heretofore 
frequently stated it is only a question of ashort 
Period at most when this territory shall have 
ceased to exert any influence whatever upon 
the trade. Of course the latter, while stocks 
are 80 very large is liable to become frightened 
at its own shadow any day or at the most un- 
founded report that could be circulated. It is 
certainly a ticklish season, and judging from 
the manner in which the market oscilates upon 
rumors from various sources it is dangerous to 
8° either long or short in certificates, wells 
Wind oy anything else.

There has been more inquiry for territory 
and producing property in Allegany of late 

usual The greatest difficulty that traders 


encounter, however, is to find a spot or a point 

at which they can agree. In most cases buyers 

claim that the production of wells is large’y 

over-estimated by the owners, and all\ kinds of 

schemes are engaged in order to mislead and 

gullsomebody. This has always been charged 

against well owners in the Allegany field 
whether true or false. That portion of the dis- 
trict which is now being operated—Allentown 
—never did furnish a large Allegany well. It 
is the lightest portion of the whole field and all 
the drilling that can be faccomplished in such 
territory will not succeed in maintaining the 
daily yield. The oil rock is of an inferior char- 
acter, and all that can be said of the present 
stir at Triangleand around Allentown is that it 
isa result similar to what follows on the bor- 
ders of all oil fields after the center has been 
thoroughly worked. There is no doubt also of 
this fact that there is a pressure from the 
center which forces a considerable portion of 
the oil toward the outer edges. This isthe only 
reason given for obtaining fair wells in such 
places after the main body has become ex- 
hausted. One would at first suppose that the 
flow of liquid would be from the outer edges 
toward the center and tothe wells drilled there; 
but such is not the case except in the first 
few instances. This was clearly shown 
in the ‘Tidioute field where the oil 
and gas were so effectually reMoved by the use 
of both oil and gas pumps as to cause what was 
termed a most powerful back suction. The 
liquids and gasses becoming exhausted beneath 
caused a heavy pressure of air from above, and 
as usual the territory along the edge of the 
field proved fully as valuable as that of the cen- 
tre. The extent to which this enlargement is 
driven depends entirely upon the character of 
the oil rock. If i} is porous, it will be greater, 
and of course if fine and hard, much less. It is, 
therefore, not strange that in Allegany the bord- 
ers of Allentown should extend considerably. 
The section issurrounded on the west and south 
with a heavy gas dcposit, which will some day 
exhaust, when an increase in the quantity of oli 
may be looked for. On lots, 2, 3 and 4 Scio, and 
land 4 Alma, considerable activity prevails 
Snyder & Farling eompleted a well on lot 2 last 
week that promises 12 barrels a day fora period. 
Fartig also finished one on lot 4 Alma, which 
shows for a fair producer. On lot 147 Alma, 
Canfield & Preston completed alightwell. New 
rigs are rising in considerable force on many 
other lots and leases, which either indicates a 
strong belief in better prices or a general reck- 
lessness on the part of the operators regarding 
results. A writer in an Oil Cily. paper raises the 
usual wail, ** Stop the drill,’’ which, considering 
the fact that the territory in all parts has been 
reported played out, and the old wells all rush- 
ing to the “ bow-wows,”’ seems peculiar, to say 
the least. But he is probably afraid of

being touched off, in the excitement which 
would prove nothing less than a huge calamity. 
There are sounds from Ohio, sounds from Mis- 
souri, from California, from Mexico, from Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee, and the latest is from 
Lockport, or “Gas Port,” N.Y. A well has been 
in process of drilling at the latter place for 
some time past. Last week a gas vein was 
struck, and the whole population shut down 
their business and men, women and children 
came tu pay homage to the remarkable (?) 
scene. The gas was fired and burned ten feet 
high, and of course everybody who witnessed 
this performance concluded and agreed with 
the proposition that oil existed there. Stock 
in the company bounded from a serious dis- 
count to an encouraging premium, and the 
owners of shares walked through the multitude 
as giants filled with raw whiskey. They were 
monarchs; they were poor at present, but rich 
as Gould—in their minds. We regret to have 
to announce to the dear people of Gasport that 
they are appropriately named, and that it is 
not probable that they are ranged within the 
compas of the great oil belt. Sell stock now 
and have the bulge on the buyer. 

From Ohio there comes nothing particularly 
new. The Hulings well which is to elongate 
the belt in a southwesterly direction from the 
old Macksburg deposit has not been completed, 
though it is reaching the sand ata fair rate of 
speed. The latest venture in the field—the 
Decker well—is reported good for 15 barrels, 
which is probably an exaggeration. The terri- 
tory is difflult to handle, but in all probability 
it will furnish some food for speculation during 
the coming fall and winter, 

THE SWORN STATEMENTS 


of the Pipe Lines have been issued for July. 
They show a total of runs of 2,034,474,22 of 
which the United received 1,716,991,88 and the 
Tidewater 305,481.24. The remainder is dis- 
tributed among the smaller lines such as the 
Octave, of Titusville, Charly Run, of Oil City 
and the Franklin Pipe. The shipments by the 
same lines were 1,634,407,09 which deducted from 
the runs leaves an apparent balance in favor of 
stocks of 400,067,23. As credit balances were 
reduced by the producers however during the 
month the increase of stécks was only 387,712 
bbls. We say “only” simply because the latter 
number is not quite so great as the 400,000 
which first appeared. During August this far 
however, the balance has been in favor of ship- 
ments a couple of thousand barrels a day, but 
this can be changed in the twinkling of an eye 
at any time. The total runs for July were 
4,823 bbls, per day leas than for June and for 
the latter month they were heavier than they 
bad been for any similar period since Decem, 
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ber. As stocks at the wells were becoming 
exhausted somewhat it is not likely thet an in- 
crease in total stocks will occur for some time, 
thoogh in the movements of such large bodies 
of the precious liquid it is impossible te calcu- 
late to a certainty. The runs and shipments 
are so large as compared with a few years ago 
that a few thousand barrels either way should 
not be considered a dangerous omen or pro- 
mising sign. 
, OTHER POINTS, 

A guage of the Cooper tract on Friday last 
gave a total production of 3250 barrels from 101 
wells. The Shannon No.18has been added 
since, but it is a moderate producer. 

The Balltown No. 9 is nearly as good as No. 8 
which is south of it one location, but it declines 
more rapidly than the latter. 

The Grandin No. 11 has had a fishing job for 
a day or two. 

Hon. L. Emery Jr.,can now be seen at his 
office desk at Bradford. His extensive hard- 
ware busines in this city is conducted by W. R. 
Weaver, who isa partner and who has had the 
oversight of the whole business since Mr. 
Emery has given attention to politics.

The Pumping Rigs. 


A Franklin correspondent of the Pittsburgh 
Dispatch has been over the field, chatting 
with the natives, and gives an interest- 
ing account thereof, from which we copy the 
following paragraphs: 

On top of the hill that rounds Franklion on 
one side may be seen @ few oil dorricks, : Pass

ing the ridge you find that the number increases 
until a distance of four miles has been travers- 
ed. Here is produced the lubricating oil that 
is used in all our manufactories. This is the 
oil that every railroad in the country pays well 
for. In no other part of the world is it found, 
and hence the goodly price that is obtained for 
it. Heavy oil, as itis called on account of its 
gravity, has sold for the last ten{yearsfor an 
average price of near [$5 per barrel. The wells 
are 80 small that some means had to be invent- 
ed, even at this price to produce itata profit. 
With an average per well of less than one-third 
of a barel; with the necessity of pumping them 
steady from on year’s end to another something 
had to be done. Here then originated the idea 
of “rod connections,”” one of the most unique 
yet simple ways of saving expense that was 
ever invented by man. In no other Place in 
the oil region has it gone into general use, and 
oilmen, even within a few miles of Franklin, 
know nothing of its adaptability, By the use 
of these connections twenty and as high as 
seventy-five wells can be pumped with one 
boiler and engine, and the additional expense 
will be but trifling. 

When you remember the fact that.heretofore 
anengine and boiler was necessary at every 
well, the vast saving of labor and expense can 
be partially appreciated. The Standard Oil 
Company own in fee, 1,000 acres of the best pro- 
ducing territory in the district. The produc- 
tion from it is probably one-fifth of the entire 
field under the direction of Captain Omston, 
who is their manager. An outfit for pumping, 
or pumping rig as they call it here, was com- 
pleted last weck that is beyond question the 
largest and best in the field. It is calculated by 
the builder, Steven Stone, to be capable of 
easily pumping from one hundred to one hun- 
dred and twenty-five wells. Itis almost impos- 
sible to give a description that would be under- 
stood of such an immense concern. Still, when 
one remembers that where wells are pumped 
singly the wear and tear on machinery is about 
15 per cent. one can get a faint idea of how 
strong and accurate the same machinery would 
have to be to pump fifty to one hundred wells. 
The upright wheel in this rig is over thirty feet 
indiameter. From the center of this wheel 
two iron wrists extend, and connected to them 
are immensely strong arms that in turn connect 
with the motor wheel, one on cach side. This 
wheel lies on its side. Each half revolution of 
the upright wheel gives the motion to the mo- 
tor wheel necessary to raise the pump in the 
wells. The other half revolution is exactly the 
reverse, and lowers the pump. The rods ex- 
tendinall directions from the motor wheel, 
and are connected by a V-shaped machine with 
each of the wells. The wells being pumped by 
this rig surround it on all sides for a distance 
of near half a mile. The greatest strain comes, 
of course, on the two main wheels. The motor 
wheel in particular must be made exceedingly 
strong. In this case the flanges are made of 
solid iron. The engine, which will do the work 
for 100 wells, must be unusually strong. This 
one was made by the Phoenix works, of Mead- 
ville, for this particular purpose and seems te 
work pertectly. Franklin, however, kept the 
heavy iron work at home. 


Several gentlemen from a distance have 
visited and examined the rig with the 
intention of adopting the same plan 
elsewhere. This partial description may 
give an idea of how cheap oil can be 
produced here and how much money operators 
can make. Everybody in the townis interested 
in heavy oil in some shape or form. Operating 
as compared with other places is extremely 
cheap, The wells vary in depth, according to 
location, from two hundred and fifty to seven 
hundred and fifty feet. Thesame wells drilled 
when the field was first discovered are still 
pumping and paying as well. One great reason 
of the success of these small wells has been the 
good facilities offered for transporting the oil. 
With the first inception of the field in 1872 the 
Franklin Pipe Line Company was organized. 
Since then they have taken care of all the oil. 
A lively kick is now raised, and a new pipe line 
has been organized. The pipe has been pur- 
chased and work will be commenced at once, 
Just what it will amount to is hard to tell. but 
the general opinion of conservative oil produ- 
cers here is that it can never pay, but will be 
but a lever that will serve to hasten the ruin of 
all who take part in it. The reason given by 
those building it is that inferior lubricating oil 
is now being run into the Franklin line, and 
they wish to keep their oil separate. A new 
extension to the fleld was discovered one year 
rge. The wells were bettcr and the effect very 
depressing on the old operators. Attheir wish 
the line kept this oil separate, but refiners and 
consumers said it was just as good and even 
bought it in preference to the othor. Onething 
that is not generally known, a refiner yesterday 
informed us of: Patchell run produces poorer 
oil than other parts of the field. Last winter it 
was kept separate and run to his refinery, and 
because it would not stand the cold test, 10 be~ 
low zero, he refused it. Men in the old district 
were compelled to steam their oil in order ta 
run it last winter, while, in the new district 
no trouble took place. Patchell run operators 
are at the head of the movement for a new line, 
To an outsider it appears like a dog-in-the- 
manger feeling that actuates them. The oper- 
ators on both sides are considerably excited ag

Finishing Varnish. 


which a carriage painter is obliged to pass, per- | 


haps there is none which is more aggravating 
or causes him more trouble than the finishing 
coat of varnish. In my earlier experiences I 
have passed many sleepless pight after leav- 
ing the shop with finished work which I had 
Jabored successfully to bring to a state of per- 
ae fearing it might be roughed, pitted, 
flattened. or the like. When cases of this kind 
happen, it seems most always to be on jobs that 
are in the most hurry and will cause the most 
trouble. The proprietor is blamed for having 
unskilled help. He in turn blames the painter 
(who is the greatest sufferer). The painter gets 
out of it the best way he can, so he lays it to 
the varnish makers, when in reality no one is 
to blame, the cause being beyond their control. 

Years ago, this pitting or roughing was con- 
fined almost wholly to imported varnishes; but 
our varnish manufacturers have made such 
rapid strides in the manufacture of varnish 
the past 12 years, and have arrived to sucha 
state of perfection, that the same trouble ex- 
ists to-day in our American varnishes.

open;”’ others: ‘Keep them shut;” others: “As 
quick as you leave the varnish room, darken 
it;” others: ‘‘Leave your curtains up to get all 
the light possible;” others: “Keep your room 
very warm;”’ others: ‘Keep it cool.” I have 
seen varnish pit and rough under all these cir- 
cumstances. 

Now, the first thing to have in varnish is age. 
The varnish manufacturer is obliged to put it 
out too thin, for. after opening the can and ad- 
mitting the air it absorbs oxygen very fast, and 
in places where little is used would soon be- 
come too heavy fur use. so.he is obliged to can 
‘| #t as nearly as possible to suit all parties. 

You should open your varnish and let it stand 
with the cork out one, two, three.or even four 
weeks, as the case may be. Let it stand until it 
grows a little fatty; then cork up, and keep it 
corked until the can is used up. Shake the can 
gently every day ta keep it from skinning over; 


this is done to evaporate the turpentine.. If be- 
fore the can is empty it should t too .fat, 
ur a little of the new in with it; let it stand a 

‘ day or two before using.

bottom. In using do not touch your varnish , 
brush to the bottom of the cup; use from the 
top. 


See that the job to be varnished is thor- 
oughly cleaned. Too much care on this point 
cannot be taken. It does not make much 
difference as to the temperature of the shop; | 
anywhere from 70 deg. to 100 deg. will do, but 
the Job must be warmer than the varnish. In | 
the winter, warm by artificial heat; in the 
summer, put your varnish in cold water—ice 
water, if necessary—but be sure you have your 
job warmer than the varnish. Do not use cold 
water to wash or sponge off with, and then go 
right to varnishing. Keep as even a tempera- 
ture as possible while the drying process is going 
on, say from 12 to 15 hours. 

I have not had any trouble with pitting, flat- 
tening or roughing—not even a dirty job— 
where these rules have been strictly adhered to, 
for the past 15 years. Do not mix varnish; you 
never know where you are as to wearing quali- 
ties. Every first-class varnish manufacturer 
makes good varnish, and by following the 








above rules you can. use any of them, and by 
using them — can judge of the durability.of 
each. Testing varnishes on boards is a poor 
jan; actual wear is the only sure test. Always 
uy your finishing body varnishes in gallon 
cans. Air and light are great helps in the dry- 
ing of varnish, but do not let a draft of air 
strike the varnish while in the process of dry- 
ing.—A. P. CARTER, tn Carriage Monthly.

Shipments of Russian Oil. 


Advices from St. Petersburg dated July 28, 
1883, state that up to June 1, since the opening 
of the railway from Baku, via Tiflis, to Ba- 
toum, 2,500 tons of kerosene have been des- 
patched via the Suez Canal to India, and 1,200 
tons of Masouta (residue) to various ports of 
the Mediterranean. The present prices ruling 
in Ruesia for naphtha and its products are ab- 
solutely unremunerative. A large sale of Ma- 
souta has just been‘completed, delivery in As- 
trakan, at 8c per pood, or nearly 1d. per gallon, 
after having been shipped in Baku to Astra- 
kan, 5c. out of the 8c. per pood having been 
paid for carriage. 

Large exports of the oils produced from Ma- 
souta are being made in St. Petersburg— 
ae others, over 3000 tons to London alone 
—most of them taking place from the Putiloff 
port, the new port of St. Petersburg. The 
steamship Cossack, drawing 18 feet, took a full 
cargo direct from the railway trucks on board, 
and sailed to London. So soon as this port is 
better known shipments will be made there, 
thereby avoiding the Neva and the lighter- 
freights and risks incidental to Cronstadt.

TUESDAY EVENING, August 14, 1883. 


The week past has been rather quiet as com- 
pared with the weeks preceding, although the 
difference in the amount of business done has 
not been large. This is doubtless only a tem- 
Porary lull, such as may be expected at this 
season Of the year, and the promise of a good 
fall trade will doubtless be fulfilled. There have 
been very few changes in values, as a whole the 
market remaining steady, with previous quo- 
tations fully maintained. 

Indigo has been rather quiet the past week, 
the principal consumers being pretty well sup- 
plied, and business was therefore 
restricted to jobbing proportions, Prices 
are a little easier, but not quo- 
tably lower. The increase of the indigo im- 
ports last year was due to the fact that the calico 
printers were heavy buyers. The effect of 
their purchases during the last few years is seen 
in the steady increase of Calcutta’s shipments 
to this country. Of the crop of 1882-83 we took 

the unprecedented amount of 9,800 cases, an 
excess of 3,800 cases over the year previous. For 
1880-81 it was only 2,900 cases. During the three 
years England's importations have fallen 
from 13,350 cases to 8,600 cases. 
Féar of competition on the part of 
artificial indigo seems to have subsided 
forthetim being. Even should chemists suc- 
ceed in producing an artificial indigo equal to 
tthe natural article and at less than the present 
«cost, it is probable that the event would be met 
by a much greater out-put in the indigo produc- 
ing districts,and a reduction in price which 
would enable indigo to meet its competitor. 
The Calcutta crops have steadily increased in 
the last few years, owing to the irrigation and 
improved cultivation generally, and the 
capacity is capable of much greater expansion. 

Gambier has been rather slow, doubtless ow- 

ing to the high prices asked, but as the stock 
here is very light, reduced to less than a three 
months’ supply, the prospects are decidedly in 
favor of holders. The shipments the past three 
months have not becn equal to the current 
consumption and the prospects of an actnal 
scarcity are therefore apparent. The 100 tons 
on the bark James L. ,Pendergast, wich arrived 
here last week, was sold previously and goes 
into consumption, consequently having no ef- 
fect on on the market. At Singapore the sup- 
ply isvery small, which is the cause of the 
light shipments. At present the market is very 
firm at 644@6¢c for lots ex store, and nothing 
offering of near arrival under 6c. 
* Cutch has been rather quiet the past week, 
the fair sales during the preceding fortnight 
having supplied the requirements of buyers. 
Prices remain without change, 8 M being held 
wery firm at 7c for lots ex store. To arrive 
63(c is asked, but we hear of nosales. Of slab

‘is now believed will be about the same as last 
‘year’s. As the last crop has not proved suffi- 
ecient with about 100,000 bags carried forward 
from the crop of 188],the outlook is rather du- 
bious for consumers. New crop will be availa- 
ble in abouta month or six weeks. Virgiuiu is 
stronger in sympathy but the demand is nct 
large 

Turmeric has sold moderately in a jobbing 
‘way, with prices held steady at 5@5'¢c for 
_Aleppo and Madras and 444@4%c for Bengal. 

The demand for Chinese nutgalls has been 
only moderate for even jobbing parcels, but 
‘there has been no change in prices, the supplies 
here not being sufficient to have the lack of de- 
mand affect the price. We quote at 20@23c. 

Blue Aleppo galls sell in a small way at 144@ 
15e, according to quantity. 

Bichromate of potash has been in good re- 
quest for the season, and prices are held steady, 
We note sales of 50 cks at 1344@l4c. 

Yellow prussiate of potash has had a good 
call, with sales reported of 10,000 lbs Scotch at 
2344@2ic, 24c being now the regular quotation, 
The market for Scotch has lost the firm tone it 
had a couple of weeks ago.

Aniline colors have had a moderate but steay 
demand, Prices show no quotable change.

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Development of the Artificial Ultra- 
marine Iudustry. 


The following abstract of a paper prepared 
by Dr. Ernst Rohrig for the Chemiker Zeitung 
presents facts of world wide interest. Although 
it is doubtful whether the annual consumption 
is steadily increasing, the German factories, 
according to Dr. Rohrig, show an increased 
production in the last ten years of about three 
million pounds, Aniline colors are fast crowd- 
ing ultramarine to the wall for paper making, 
and the poor quality of some of the ultrama- 
rine that has been put on the market has 
also brought the whole into disrepute. Ger- 
many surpasses in number and size of its fac- 
tories all other countries, although not pro- 
tected by import duty on ultramarine, so that 
large quantities are imported from France and 
Austria. There are a few factories in this 
country, but they are not able to supply the 
home demand. 

Artificial ultramarine was first prepared in 
1828 by Guimet in Toulouse, and simultaneous- 
ly by the celebrated German chemist Gmelia. 
The contest for the priority of the discovery 
was settled by the late R. Von Wagner, by 
means of documentary evidence showing that 
the discovery was made independently by both. 
Simultaneous discoveries in chemistry have 
been frequent enough, as in t he case of chloro- 
form gun cotton, and even oxygen, 
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Before artificial ultramarine was discovered | 
the natural ultramarine was made from the | 
costly lapis lazuli, by a tedious method of 
grinding, washing, floating, and purifying, so 
that it cost then $225 per pound. Its use was 
yery limited owing to its price.

While the process which Guimet discovered 
for making ultramarine remains a secret to 
the present day, Gmelin at once published his 
his discovery and observations, and thereby 
became the creator of the German ultramarine 
industry. 

Gmelin’s publications in Liebig’s Annalen 
induced many other scientific men to institute 
investigations into the theory af ultramaring 
production, but up to the present time no satis- 
factory theory has been established. For a 
closer studyof the subject Rohrig refers to 
the excellent essays of Ritter and Ebell. 
Gmelin’s discovery at once furnished the tech- 
nical chemist with an impulse to institute ex- 
periments for making a practical us2 of the 
discovery. Each strove to invent for himself 
a practical method for making artificial ultra- 
marine on a large scale,and in this way the 
different ultramarine factories of Germany 
have gradually been called into existence. 

The earliest of these factories was that of 
Leverkus, established in 1834, in Cologne, and 
next that of Leykauf in Nuremburg, founded 
in 1837, in both of which a more or less inde- 
pendent process of manufacture was built up. 
Andeven at the yresent timr each separate 
factory has Its own special peculiarities of 
manufacture, some of which are more or less 
important, with others that are perfectly non- 
essential. 

There aretwo kindsof ultramarine, known 
as sulphate ultramarine and soda ultramarine- 
They differ from each other in their external 
appearance, in their properties, in the methods 
of preparation, andin the raw material from 
which they are made, 

The raw materials used in making sulphate 
ultramarine are kaoline clay with byt little sil- 
ica, sulphate of soda, sulphur, and resin or 
coal; these employed for soda ultramarine are 
silicious clay, quartz or infusorial earth, soda, 
sulpburand resin. The proportions of each 
to be used will depend upon the shade and qual- 
ity of the ,.ultramarine to be produced. For 
example an increase of sulphur deepens the 
color, more silica will better enable it to resiat 
acids and alum, and gives it a reddish ‘shade, 
while less sulphur with but little silica, gives a 
light blue of little coloring power and unable 
to resist alum. The sulphate ultramarine has 
less resistance for acids, yet has greater color- 
ing power, and the color shades toward green. 

The manufacture of ultramarine embraces 
the following operations. 

1. Preparation and Mixture of the Raw Mate- 
riais.—The clays are ignited more or less 
strongly according to the requirements of ul- 
tramarine, and then ground as finely as possi- 
bleby means of millstones, and the quartz 
likewise, if itis used. After the clay has been 
mixed with the other substances they are run 
one ormore times through the millstones to 
secure an intimate and thorough mixing. 

2. Igniting or Burning the Mixture.—This is 
mostly done in crucibles placed in rectangular 
furnaces with fire beneath or in muffle furnac- 
es, and ina few casesin retort furnaces, The 
heating differs with the mixture and 
the furnace. The sulphate mixture, for 
example, requires a much greater heat 
in burning than the mixture for 
soda ultramarine, for it requires an orange-red 
heat to convert sulphate of soda into sulphide 
of sodium, while soda ultramarine is formed at 
amuch lower temperature. 

The chemical changes in this process take 
Place in two stages; in the first, Ritter’s white 
ultramarine is formed; a silicate of soda and 
alumina, which contains sulphide of sodium, 
either mixed or chemically combined. <A poly- 
sulphide is likewise formed, which is mixed 
with it mechanically. 

In the second stage, which begins as the fur- 


nace cools and the reducing gases disappear, 
° mechanically intermixed polysulphide is 
Oxidized by the air to sulphate, and the white 
tramarine chan to blue. 
WAnintermediate stage is the production of 
zy ultramarine, which is formed more large- 
Yin burning the sulphate ultramarine, be- 
ausethe white ultramarine, or mother sub- 
to ce, does not contain enough polysulphides 
make a blue. To convert this green ultra- 
Marine into the blue requires special roasting 











wiah the addition of sulphur. Green ultrama- 
rine also finds considerable use directly asa 
pigment. Soda ultramarine made as avove is 
perfectly blue at first. 

3. Washing the Crude Ultramarine.—This op- 
eration is necessary in order to remove the sol- 
uble constituents (sulphate of soda and dirt) 
from the crude product, and is accomplished 
by boiling it separately in distilled water heat- 
oa by steam. 

4. Grinding 
power as a pigment is developed by grinding. 
Che finer it is ground the greater its power and 
the lighter shade. It is ground on wetstones. 

5. Floating the Ground Ultramarine.—This 
operation separates the coarser from the finer 
particles; the coarse grains have a darker color 
but less power than the finer ones, 

6. Drying the Ground Pigment.—This is ac- 
complished in kilns of various construction. 

%. Preparing the Dried Pigment for Market.— 
As it becomes somewhat packed in drying, it 
requires to be broken up and sifted. It now 
only requires suitable adulteration to fit it for 
the market.

CHEMICAL MARKET. 





TUESDAY EVENING, August 14, 1883. 


Chemicals have been quiet but firm during 
the past week. The price of bleach is main- 
tained on its high level, with no signs of weak- 
ening, and daily cables from abroad indicate a 
strong advancing market there. Soda ash, 
also, is firmly held here, as all the available 
stock isin few hands and cables continue to 
report a firmer market abroad. Caustic soda 
and sal soda are steady, with a light demand.

The Soap Industry of the Pacific 
E Coast. 


On the Pacific coast, says the San Francisco 
Journal of Commerce, there are a great many 
firms engaged in the manufacture otf soap,some 
of which have become quite wealthy, and are 
accounted as amongst the leading firms of the 
city and State. The statistics of the manufac- 
ture according to the Assessor’s report, com- 
pares a8 follows for 1882-3, and 1875-6: 


1882-3. 1875-6. 
Number of factories. . 17 18 
Hands employed........... 130 304 
Soap made, Ibs..............15,256,000 7,210,000 
Value of production...... $715,000 $1,000,600 


The result, if correct, would show a great 
falling off in the value of this industry. It is 
partially accounted for by the removal of the 
Standard Soap Factory to Berkeley. This to all 
intents and purposes is the same as if the 
manufacture was carried on in this city. The 
tendency will be in future years to remove all 
factories of this nature to the outskirts or sub- 
urbs of the city. The figures are erroneous in 
any event, asa dozen of the institutions here 
poted employ as many hands as are given for 
the grand total. Itissafe to say that the soap 
business has improved considerably since 1875- 
6, and that the total value of the industry is 
much larger than here given, certainly not less 
than a millionand a half dollars in the city and 
the suburbs half a million, if not larger. A 
great deal of it has been concentrated and is 
concentrating in the hands of men of brains, 
who have invested their surplus capital in it. 
The export trade is increasing at a pretty rap- 
fara 

The total for 1882 was 150,00 pounds, valued at 

7,133. Most of this went to Australia, Russia 
and Tahiti. 

Imports of French castile soap continue 
large, though there isa very superior article 
manufactured here—one quite equal to the 
imported. The latter were 12,825 packages in 
1882 against 11,224 inI881. They were higher than 
any year previous since 1876, when they were 
14,320 packages. 

Eastern imports last year were 1,300,000 Ibs. 
This may be expected to decline proportionate- 
ly from year to year as the best grades of our 
own soap are steadily improving. 

The number of descriptions of soap manufac- 
tured is about legion—corresponding to its 
many and diversified uses in civilized society. 
So that it takes a more than ordinarily gifted 
man to make a success of the business. It also 
takes all the latest appliances of modern chem- 
istry—soap in itself being one of the not least 
important products of this art. The high 
price of tallow fora long time has militated 
against the profits of the business, but our 
manufacturers have begun to import heavily 
of soap stock from places as far distant as even 
Australia. From the character of the men now 
engaged in it, its future prosperity as they say, 
“goes without saying.”

Manufacture of Stearin. 
BY DR, ED. FREISE, 


The raw materials used in this branch of 
manufacture are palm oil and tallow. In the 
United States the cheapest raw material is lard. 
Before considering the process of manufac- 
ture let ustlook at the chemical decompositions 
which take place. 

All fats are triglyceril ethers of the fatty 
acids,i.e., peculiar compounds of the fatty acids 
with glycerine. The fats are distinguished ac- 
cording to their physical properties, as solid, 
suchas tallow; semi-solid, such as lard and 
butter; and oils, which latter include all fats 
liquid at ordinary temperatures. In the solid 
fats we have principally stearic and palmitic 
acids combined with glycerin. In the semi- 
solid we have palmitic, stearic and oleic acids, 
while in the oils the oleic acid predominates. 


OIL, PAINT 


All fats contain more or less of these fatty 
acid compounds. By the action of alkaline 
earths these compounds are decomposed, the 
fatty acids combining with the base, the gly- 
cerin being set free. Superheated steam also 
effects a complete decomposition of the fats. 

When fats are decomposed by the action of 
alkalies or alkaline earths, the process is termed 
saponification. The resulting soap when de- 
composed with a stronger acid gives the free 
fatty acid. The following methods are in use 
for the preparation of stearin: 

1. Saponification by means of alkalies. 

2. Saponification with lime, 

8. Saponification by little lime and high pres- 
sure (Milly’s process). 

4. Saponification by superheated steam. 

5. Decomposition of the fats by sulphuric 
acid. 

Of these five methods, it is only necessary to 
consider the last four, the first one being 
absolete. 

SAPONIFICATION OF FATS WITH LIMT. 

The tallow is placed into lead-lined wooden 
vats, melted by the aid of water and steam, 
and then boiled with milk of lime for 8 hours. 
Stearate of lime is formed as a granular soap, 
and the solution contains all the glycerine 
which was present in the tallow. The glycerine 
solution is drawn off from the lime soap, and 
the latter is converted into sulphate of lime and 
stearic acid by means of sulphuric acid. 

This is accomplished by boiling the soap for 
8 hours with sulphuric acid of 12 deg. B. At 
the end of this time complete decomposition 
has taken place. The sulphate of lime is allow- 
ed to settle and the melted fatty acids (consist- 
ing essentially of stearic, palmitic and oleic 
acids) are removed. They are then subjected 
to another treatment withe sulphuric acid to 
decompose the last traces of limesoap. Finally 
the acids are washed with water to remove the 
sulphuric acid. About 95 per cent of fatty 
acids are obtained in this way. These contain 
from 45 to 46 per cent of solid fatty acids. After 
the acids have solidified they are cut into pieces 
and pressed to remove the liquid fatty acids, in 
presses which exert a pressure of about 180,000 
to 200,000 kilos. 

‘The solid fatty acids are further purified with 
sulphuric acid. To remove the last traces of 
sniphuric acid they are repeatedly melted with 
steam. 

SAPONIFICATION WITH LITTLE LIME AND HIGH 
PRESSURE. 

This process is based on the fact that fats 
when mixed with 2—4 per cent. of lime, are 
completely decomposed when heated with 
steam to 162 deg. C, which corresponds toa 
pressure of about 8 atmospheres, The whole 
operation, which is performed in a copper boil- 
ex, requires ab out 8 hours, 

From a pecuniary point of view, this process 
is very advantageous, because but very little 
sulphuric acid is required to decompose the 
small amount of lime soap formed. The fur- 
ther purification is the same as that described 
in the above method. 

SAPONIFICATION WITH WATER AND HIGH PRES- 
SURE. 

When the fats are treated with water at a 
temperature of 180 deg. C and under a pressure 
of 12 atmospheres, they are split up into fatty 
acids and glycerine. The operation is conduct- 
ed in a boiler, constructed on the principle of 
Papin's digester. 

DECOMPOSITION WITH SUPER-HEATED STEAM. 

In this process the decomposition of the fat 
is effected by super-heated steam, heated to 315 
deg. C, which is allowed to act on the fat in re- 
torts, heated to 290 deg. C. The fatty acids and 
glycerine pass over as vapor and are condensed. 
The fatty acids are then separated from the 
glycerine. 

DECOMPOSITION WITH SULPHURIC ACID. 

This method has the advantage, that it can 
also be used with fats, which would otherwise 
be difficult to treat. It isa true process of dis- 
tillation. The fats are first melted and the im- 
purities allowed to separate. They are then in- 
troduced into a lead-lined boiler with the addi- 
tion of 6—12 per eent. of sulphuric acid, and 
heated to about 160 deg. C. The whole mass

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turns brown, evolving sulphurous acid which 
with the fatty acids forms sulpho fatty acids, 
and with the glycerine, glycerin-sulpho acid. 

The sulpho fatty acids are decomposed in 
leaden vessels, which can be heated by steam, 
at a temperature of 100 deg. C. After the fatty 
acids have separated from the water and im- 
purities, they are distilled with super-heated 
steam at 250-350 deg. C., great care being taken 
to keep out the air. At first water and solid 
fatty acids distil over. The acid which pass 
over later, must be freed from oleic acid by 
pressure. The acids are purified in the same 
manner as described in I. 

We see that in all these methods, the object 
is the separation of the solid fatty acids, name- 
ly, stearic acid and palmitic acid. By the term 
stearin, we generally denote the mixture of 
these two fatty acids. 

An important by-product in the manufac- 
ture of stearin, is glycerin. This is Separated 
from the lyes as follows: At first .the glycerine 
solution is treated with sulphuric acid, to con- 
vert all the lime into sulphate. It is then con- 
centrated and filtered through bone black, to 
remove the color. The decolorized glycerine is 
then again evaporated in vacuo, and finally 
distilled with superheated steam. The disagree- 
ale odor which some glycerine possesses is due 
to the presence of traces of fatty acids. Re- 


cently glycerine has also been purified by crys- 
tallization.—Droguisten Ztg.
